The remedies for certain diſeaſes in Oxen, 
Kine, and-other Cattel. 


T ſhall be {mall pzofit to the Busbandman to give his 
bealt meat, and know not how to help 4 kep. them in 
health « ſtrength. ZTyerefoze our Ancients did uſe, to 
give them quarterly of Lupin peaſen, with the ſceds of 
Cy pres, by eben pozttons beaten together, + then ſteeped 
all one night in water r ſet in the open aire:which did uſe 
them ſo to keep them ſafe from ſickneſs. Alſo often times 
Cattel wil hive a ſickneſs which will make them deſire 
to vomit x cough with poverty: the which pe may help, 
by thzowing inte his thꝛoat faſting, a raw hen egge, ſhell 
and all whole, Then, on the mozrow, take bzuiſed raiſing 
with the ſtalks, t mir it with Wine oz Ale, and give it: 
o2 of common garlick put into his ears. T is is not one 
thing alone to help them, but there are divers others: as 
to mir ſalt with their meat. And ſome do give them of 
mugwoꝛt with Dple oz Wine todzink, Others do give 
them the roots of leeks beaten with wine, oꝛ the ſeeds of 
firr-tree oʒ fcankinſence, and alſa the ſeeds of Davin, oz 
Rae,fo make them dzink-ir with Wine oz Ale, , ſame 
do give them the herb called in CITES white n 
8 3. | h 
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in Latin Droſtis, mired with bitter fitches. Somedo give 
them a little of a Serpents-skin beaten with Mine. 
They do uſe alſo to beat wild Time, oz @avozy in ſweet 
Mine, e ſo give it, which is counted very good foz them. 
Likewiſe the ſea Dmon called Squilla in Latin,to be cuf 
ſmall # ſoked in water and giben fo ſwallow it. All theſe 
oꝛ ebery of them when they are miniſtred  onght fo be gi⸗ 
ben and miniſt red thꝛee daics together, à pint oz moze af 
once to a beaſt, which will purge their bellp, 4 take away 
the diſeaſcs, and alſo doth renew them unto (frength and 
healih again. and among all medicines. the lees of Dliveg 
ta be given, is a ſingular good medicine, mixt with as 
mich water as lees. N hereloze it hailnot be ill to accu⸗ 
ſtome pour Cattel thus: pe ſhall firſt ſpzinkle therewith 
gertly their meat, and then put a littie thereof into th ir 
water, and at length ye may mix in theit water a moze 
poztion thereof: and ſo give it unto them. and likewiſe a⸗ 
mong their meat: ſo thus pe may uſe to keep them conti⸗ 
nuallp in health as thep diduſe them in fumes paſt, 


The cauſe of Peſtilence in Catcel. 


2 cauſes of peſtilence, one thing is the chafing of 
Cattel: wherefoze pe muſt not chafe your Cattel 
much in labour, ſpecially in ſummer, foz that doth beſides 
bzing unto them the flux of the belly, oz elſe an agne. Ai, 
pe ſhal neither let hogs noz hens to enter into their calls: 
oz their dung being mixt with your Cattels meat, will 
bꝛerd a Peſtilence at length, t kill them. And eſpecially 
the dung of hogs dofh bꝛerd a murren among Cattel ( the 
ſoner) in eating thereof: if remedy be not ſon had, they 
will grow to a murren, and die thereof, The remedies 
are thele: Ye muſt by t by change their layer, and divide 
them into many parts, + far off from thence. And allo ſe⸗ 
parate the whole from the ſick: fo2 one beaſt infected, will 
popſon all — in ſhoꝛt time. Now when pe babe chan- 
ged them into other parts, ye miſt put them 9 —

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other beaſts do feed with them, fo the end they do not ins 
fect other therein: « to obercome this Peſtilent evil is to 
give them medicines: therefoze thus ye map uſe them:pe 
(hall fake of wild-Carret called in Latin Daucus oz wilds 
Parſnip, oz ofgroundſill, oz of Angelicaroofs,0 the roof 
of the ſea-hoim namedEringion in Latin, with fennel-ſed, 
t ſpzinkle it with ſod wine, & fine wheaten meale, with 
hat water: mir them ſo together, 4 gibe pour ſick Caticl 
dzink thereof: then ſoon after ye (ſhall wake a dzink of 
Callia Mirrhe, and Frank incenſe, in like poztion, mixt 
with as much blood of the fea T orcus, if ye can: then put 
altogether in aquart of old wine, and then ſquirt if into 
their neſtrils. Ye muſt miniſter this medicine thꝛe 
dates together, every dap a third part. 
Tie habe (faith he) found alſo a met ſho;t medicine x 
à good, which is the roof called in Latin Coniiiigo, in 
French Romeel, oz Pacedelion, in Engliſh I faticit to 
be black Eleborie, which is very good foz ali Cattel, 
Which root ought fo be taken after this manner. Ve 
malt digge him out of the earth with your left gane, be» 
foze the Dun do riſe, foz as they ſap when he ts ſo taken, 
thereby he hath the moze birfue, which ye muſt uſe in 
this ſozt. Firſt, e mult boze thzongh a circle of hoales 
with an Awle, oz Bodkin of 1Bzaſs oz Latine in the flap 
oz bzoadeſt part of the beaſts eare. But firff clip awap 
the haire on both ſides thereof, and then boare pour hoales: 
fo done, then when pou ſ& the blood iſlue fozth like a 
round circle, pe ſhali then put into the laidhoales of the 
fozefaid root, cut in ſmall pieces. And when it is within 
the fleſh hoalcs, that Leaſt hall in continent p recover 
and war freſh and luſty again. And ſhall not fa!l into 
the danger of the (aid benomous diſeaſe: Foz the rcot 
will dzaw fozth all the ve nome at the (aid hoales in his 
tate. Whereby that part of the eare will rot and fall a« 
way, and by the loſs thereof, the beaſt thall eſcape and 
be fabed.

uſe to rub oz lick himſelf. The remedy are theſe: ve 
hal take nine pints of warm water, f thirfy C olwozt 
leaves a little bopled, mix them with ſome vinegar: 4 ſo 
make him fo ſwallow it down, t all p day after ye ſhall 
let him eat nothing but that. Some do tie him in the fall, 
t lay meat afoze him, ſo that he cannot eat thereof: a then 
they take four pound of the tops of lentiles, and the tops 
of wild-olives, and beat them together with a pound of 
honp, &4 put thereto four pints ot water, and then ſetteth 
it a night in the open aire, and on the mo2row give it him, 
and within an hour after they give him wild tares, oz 
letches, ſoked in water, but no dzink : and this pe muſt do 
th:& daies together till all the cauſe be taken away. Then 
if this do not help bis digeſtion, oz crawling of his guts 
and belly, which thing doth trouble him ſo, that he cannot 
eat his meat, and it maketh him to weep and complain 
and mourn, then let him not reft long in a place, and alſo 
ik he lie on the earth, ye ſhall remo be his head often where 


his fail was. Alto this is a manifeſt remedy fo them: se 


ſhall bind hard the upper part ol his tail next the bulk: ſo 
done, pe {hall give him then a pint and a half of Wine, 
mixt witha quarter of a pint of oyl of Olive e make him 
to ſwallow it: 4 then lead him apace the ſpace of a mile x 
a half.

Another: Alſo others do take and buife a quantity of 
the d2ied kernels of grapes, and gives it mixt with th:

Againſt ſuperfluous fleſh growing on the tongue of ſome 
Cattell. which is called of ſome perions the Bai bs. 
Uch ſuperfluous fleſh on the tongue cf cattel will hin- 
der the beaſt oftcntimes in eszing his meat, being eall'd 

of ſome husbands the Barbs, Teats, which do grow 

long like teats, nigh the root of his tongue, Wherefoze 
they do caſt him, and take fozth his tongue, and clippe 

them away with a pair of ſheers, 02 cut them with a 

ſyarpe knife: and ſome de burn them with a hot iron, 

which wap is counted moꝛe painful unte the beaft : Tben 
they rub it with ſalt and garlick beaten together, till all 
the flegm be tlean gone, and then they waſh all his mouth 
with ſalt and wine, oz ſalt and vinegar, and within an

I F this viſcaſe ve newly begun of your beeſtgye ſhal take 
but a Frog and cut off his lett leg, and ſo put him alt ve 
in the beaſts mouth; but then ycu muſt have ready a 
bandful ot ſalt mixed with a pint of god ſtrong ale, and 
ſo ſon as ye can atter the Frog give the beaſt to dꝛink, end 
make him to ſwallow ail downe together fo? this is 
counted very god and alſo weil appꝛoven. But if your 
beeſt have continued long then (h*il pe take of ſharp 
Tannersowze, v-4th the powder made of old Partlemas 
beef mixed and well ſtirred together, and then gi de to the 
beaft : this is alſo god and well approved, and the juice 

of Madder given with honied water is alſo god. 


f your Cattel have dropping Noftrils. 

{| F the Noftrils of your beaſt do dꝛop oz water run fo:th 

thereat, you ſhall rub his throat with ſalt, and ſavory 
mixt together, and alſo his jaws, and to rub and chafe the 
ſais parts with b:ine and earlisk mixt together, 62 to 
ſquirt into his noffrils the juice of Pimpernel mixt with 
a little white wine. and this is good both fo2 the dꝛopping 
noſtrils, and the watry eyes of Cattel, 


For an Oxe or Cow that ſwelleth through 
the abundance of bloud. 8 
F an Ore 862 Cow do ſometimes ſwell thzongh abun- 
dance of blod u hereby it will wel in their tongue that 


it will ſtop their 2 periſh thereof if _ 
3 
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be not remedy with ſped, The remedy is; ye ſhall firſt 
chafe him a little up and down, and taſt him and take fozth 
his tongue, and bꝛick with an awle through the great and 
middle vein thercof under, and thereat let him bleed well, 
and he ſhall mend ſoon again: but lcok then that the fien 
be not in the head foꝛ then it is ill to ſtop and ſometimes a 
beaſts tongue will ſwell ſs big that he can hardly take his 
bꝛeath and pe ſhall ſe him ill and hold ont his tongue, then 
ik there be not ſpeedy remedy, he dyeth: which remedy ts, 
ye muſt pꝛick the vein under his tongue, as is afozemen:

He tongue of an Oxe 02 Bullock ſometimes will be 
ſwoln oz venomed by eating of ſome venomous araſs 
0d. ſuch like, and then he will commonly gape, and eat no 
meat but Ktand holding down his head and mourn, The 
remcdy is, vc ſhal b2uiſe a white Onyon,and mix it with 
7 [ittie good vinegar, then give it him, and make him to 
{willow it doun: but firſt rub his month and tongue 
withall well, and then give it him. Do done ye ſhall paſh a 
C holo egg into his mouth ſhell and all. and make him ſo to 
ſwallow it down,and then he wil recover & do wel again, 
Sometimes a beaſt will be \woln all his body, by eating 
ſome evil thing and venomous among the grafſe, as the 
fleld⸗ſpider, frogs, ſnails, elfs, oꝛ cold hearbs, as Poppy, 
Dale, Hemlock and ſuch which will make them wel. The 
remedies are : take the juice of Plantatne, with the juice 
et wild carrcts.by even pꝛopoꝛtion, pi ve the beaſt thereof 
with a little vinegar, Alſo tbe juice of Pugwoꝛt mixt with 
e 02 ber and give it, Lixewiſe ths juice of cle vers, oz 
ccolc greaſe, ſtampt and ſtrained, and given, is a ſpecial 
remedy againſt venome of the fleld⸗ſpider, and others alſo, 
Agein, the garden tanzy, ſtampt and ſtrained, and given 
with wine. Alto the leds of the great Cowthiſtle dryed 
and made into poboder, and given with wine: oz the root 
therect boyled in wine and given. Likewiſe the lea ven of 
Anniſeeds 
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Aniſeeds boyled in water and given. Again, the ſ&d of 
rocket beaten and given with ale: 02 a handful of betony 
leaves ſtampt and ſtrained with ale oz beer, and given. 
Likewiſe doth garlick being ſtamped together with Ale 
02 Beer, and given with ale. Any of theſe are god alone 
to be gi ben to the beaſt, when he is ſwoln by eatiug of any 
venomous thing: and £ ye do take of ſome hearbs two 
parts together, it will then be ſtronger & take moze effect : 
but my conſel is this, uſe them with diſcretion e ven as ye 
ſhall ſce cauſe, 
Againſt the ſwelling in a beaſt by 
eating of a Tine-worm. 

F any Oxe 02 ether beaft have eaten any Tine-wo2m 

which is a ſmall red woꝛm, round and full of Wegs 
much like a Hog Lowſe, Which wozm in Summer wil be; 
creeping among the graſs, It any beaſt have eaten ſuch it 
will poyſon him, and he will luddenly [wei thereof, ſo that 
within twenty four hours (if he be not remedied) he will 
die thereof, One remed is, pe ſhal take a quantity of ſtals 
and put therein a quantity of ſalt mix them well together 
and ſo give it him, and pꝛeſently after chate him till he 
ftowar; foz when they do ſtowar they lightly hal do wel. 

Another, Lake a god handful of herb Robart (which 
\melslike a Fox) chop it ſmall,amd bꝛuiſe it wel, and then

Aue, which is cotten by ſome cold oꝛ other fickneſs, 
The fiens are, when his eyes wax hollow, and are d2op< 
ptiic,his head lumpilh and heavy, his mouth foaming and 
lathering, and d24wing long his bzeath with pain, and 
ſometimes he will ſich. So when ve ſhall ſee tuch tokens 
ye may judge it to be the fever, The remedy is:ve (hal then 
ke p them a dap and a nicht without meat 02 dzink. Then 
an the ne xt moꝛning faſting,ye ſhal dꝛaw a little bloud uns 
der his tail; Then about one hour after pe ſhal give him 
thirty ſmall Trunchions of Tolewozts ſod in @allet opl 
and ſalt-fiſh water, oꝛ bꝛine, and make him to ſwallow it; 
thus ye muſt uſe him foꝛ five moꝛnings together faſting ; 
and ye ſhall caſt bcfaze him the tender bzanches of lentile 
peaſe oꝛ the tender crops of Olive trees, oꝛ ſuch like, 02 
elle the tender buds ol the vine, and pe muſt rub 62 clenſe 
his lips; and th2ice a dap ye muſt give him cold water fo2 
to dꝛink, and ſo ye ſhall kep him in the Stall, till he be 
whole and ſound, 

Aldo the. Fever is gotten, of labouring Dxen by great 
travel in hot time, and when he hath that, ye halt to him 
bang vown his head, bis eyes wil intlame and bounſe and 
bis body will be hot, out of all oꝛder, which pe ſhall f&l by 
touching his skin.

Theptake alſo of lentile 
praſe out of their hus kes, and then b2uiſe them ſmoll;and 
mixe them with three pints of warm water, and give it 
with a hozn They heal alſo an old coup h, with two pound 
of Pyſope ſt e ped in a quart oꝛ two of water, with eight 
pounds of lentile peaſe ſmally beaten and mixt together, 
and ſo given unto the beaſt with an hoꝛn. Another, Take 
the juice thereof with (alles opl; oz the ſmall root thereof 
beaten with.barley meal, and ſo given, and make him to 
ſwallow it. Another, Take the roots of Lecks cleane 
waſhed,and then beaten with pure wheat, and ſo given fa⸗ 
ſting : this doth heal an old cough, Another Take of wild 
tares out of their husks then beat them with as much of 
husked barley,and make him kor to-ſwallow it. Another, 
Pyſope alſo ſtamped with Ale oz Beer and given is good 
likewiſe, and to give him no other dank foz the (pace of 
eight dayes but Pugwozt- bofled- in water and-\s'rtben; 
Another, Lake five leaves of Aſarabaeci, and ſtamp it, 
and then ſtrain? it with wine 03 good ale, and ſo give it 
with a hozn unto the beaff, Another, mire the powder of 
light wozt (which gzows among ſtones oꝛ oake,'tke a dꝛi⸗ 
ed turfe nigh the ground) with ale 02 teere, any gtye it 
warm, and it will help. Alſo take batter,new ale, ffamp3 
garlick, with dꝛagon water, and ſo give it unto tbe beaſt 


warm, All appzoved,

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To help impoſthumes in beaſts, 
| F anp beaſt be troubled with an Ampoſtume , oꝛ ſuch like 
ſoce.the beſt ſhall be to open the place with an p20n,and 
when it is cut then you ſhall cruſh fozth all the ill humour 
and matter therein, Then ftir and waſh it clean b ith ths 
warm b2ine of an Oxs, Wo done, then uſe ſuch things as 
bee cleanſe and heale. And take Cherpi ( ſo called in 
French)mixt with tar and Ople olive, plaiſierwiſe cloſe 
the leꝛe therewith, If ye cannot within wach the ſoze clean 
ye ſhall melt the tallow of an Oxe 02 Goat and ſo powze 
it into the wound, and let it run down all about the bct- 
tome thereof. Home ſozes.,after you have applied this me- 
dicine,thoy wil gather a fiery heat, and a diſtilling of hu⸗ 
moꝛ which wil deſcendinto that place, Therefoze to avoid 
the ſame ye ſhall waſh it with old urine of men, aud then 
anoint it with tar and old greaſe mixt.

To heal the cloſh,or founder in the feet of Cattel. 

T 'v* cloſh 82 foundering in the feet of Cattel is taken 
by ſome cold, after a great heat, oꝛ by ſome vebement 
travel, which hath Ktirred the blod ſo, that it goeth down 
to the ft, like the founder of an hoꝛſe. When this doth 
happen in Cattel, it wil ſuddenly viſit the hof of a beaft, 
and pe wall fiel it hot ans paineth the beaſt ſo that he wil 
not ſuffer you to cruſh that place, But when as the blood 
reſteth in the legs above the bof , ye ſhall then but chafe 
him otten, 4 rub him hard to make the bla retire again, 
If that p2ofit him not,yemnfflaunce his tit gently round 
on the edge of his hofs.ivith ſmal races not det p. But if 
the blod be gone down into the hat, pe muſt open it then 
7 little with a harp knife in the miaſt under both — the 
claws, 


claws, Then lay a tent thereunto of lint, mixed with calf 
nettles and vinegar, and make him a buskin of bꝛem, if ye 
can, ko that is moe wholſome t let not his feet come into 
any water til he be whole, but keep him dꝛy in the ſtall, 

- Andlok alſs that the blood do tiſſue when pe do cut him 
ko if then he do not bleed it wil grow to ſome putrefagt- 
on, and ſo to impoſfumation , and then it wil be leng in 
healing, Therekoze pe muſt open and cleanſe it wel, and 
bind thereto cloths ſti ped in vinegar, ſalt, and oyle, and 
in the end take of old Gzeaſe and Deer-ſues melted toge⸗ 
ther like a potion, and heal it therewith. If the blood do 
fall to the outmoſt parts of the cles, ye muſt then pare 
the ends thereof to the quick, and ſo let him ble d, ſo that 
no impoſtumation be there and they wil vo wel, 


For finews ſtiffe and ſhrinking. 
17 an Oxe oz other beaft do cloſh oz halt thꝛough the 
ſtiffneſſe of the ſſnews and ner ves, ye ſhal chafe his legs 
knees and hams with ſalt and oyle mixed til they be wel. 

If the ſinews be ſtiffe about the knees ye muft then bath 
him with hut vinegar, 02 with Piſilto ſod in running wa⸗

If there be any in flamation of humoꝛ, ye ſha l then 
lay to lea ven and barlep meal teept in warm wine, o2 in 
honmed water boylcd to ripe it, and when it is ripe pe ſhol 
lance it with a ra ʒoꝛ, and then heal it with lint ſait.and oyl 
as afoꝛe is ſaid. Cornelius Celſus ſaith,the rots of Flow: 
ervcluce 02 the ſea onyon Squilla, with ſalt. o2 the juy ce 
of knotgraſſe put into the wound will heal it. Alſo all di⸗ 
ſ:aſes commonly in the body. without wound, being new, 
are healed by rubing and ce fing of the ſleſh and skin, but 
if they be old ye muſt cut oꝛ burn them, and to heal them 

with melted butter, 02 goat⸗ſuet pow2ed therecn, 


To heal ſcabs or galls in Cattel. 
1 pour cattel be ſcabby ye ſhal take of garlick, « bzuiſe 
it, and therewith rub and chafe all the ſo:es, Alſo againſt 
ſcab oꝛ gall they take garlick, ſavozy. bzimffone powner, 
vineger, and gall nuts beaten,with the juice of callamint, 
nip, oꝛ hozehound, mixt with ſ@t of the chimney , and ſo 
anopnt therewith, And if it grow to ſome ulcer 02 great 
ſoꝛe, then to uſe and rub the place with b2uiſed Pallows, 
mixt with white wine, and bind thereof to the place. Alſe 
the great Burre lea ves beaten with oyle and laid to, All 
theſe afo2e mentioned are gad. 
And foz the galling of the neck with a poke, and if it 
t wel but one fide, pe ſhall let him blos in the eare of can 
de; 
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ſive ; but if he be chafed in the mivſt of the reck then let 
him blod in both his eares and lay thereto a plaiſter made 
with the marrow of an ore mixed with the ſuet of a buck. 
and then melt it together with ſome oyle and tar, and 
therewith pe ſhal heale it and it wil do very wel. 
Alſo ik an Dre be gald and bznifed on his neck, this is 
a ſufficient medicine. Pe ſhal firſt dzaw bloed at one of his 
eares : if not take of the hearb called in Latin Avia, in 
French Aus-oifeaauls,beat it with ſalt. and fo lay it to and 
if it do then all wage the chine of his neck look then upon 
which ſi de he hangeth oꝛ leaneth his head and let him blod 
in the contrary ſive he leaneth, on the eare. But be foʒe you 
do this ye ſhal beat his rare wel with a twic, and ye ſhal 
ſe it twel.and rife on the vein, Then lance the ſaid ve ine, 
and let him bled wel thereat: and upon the next mozning 
dꝛaw ſome mo2e blood thercout, and ſo let him not travel 
of two dates after: on the third dap ye may travel a little, 
and ſo by little and little ye map uſe him unto his tesk, 
and unto his fo2mer journey, 

But if he be of neither ſide galled and pet his neck ſwoln 
in the midft thereof then ye muft let him bled on both his 
eares: and if pe let him not blod within nine dates after 
the diſeaſe hath taken his neck, it wil ſo inflame that the 
nerves and ſtne ws wil wer ſkiffe. and then it wil grow to 
a ſo2e ingendered blood,fo2 which have found a ſingular 
good medicine: that is, ye ſhal take tar, and the marrow 
of an Dre boane with the ſuct of a Buck, with old Oyle 
oli ve ot each a like pꝛopoꝛtion. Then boyl all together, 
and ſo uſe fo; to anopnt him when he lea veth his poke. 
But firft ve ſhal al wates waſh him with the water where 
he continually dziaketh of, and then let it dzy, and then 
anoint him with the ſaid medicine. But if all his neck 
be fo inflamed that he cannot bear his yoake, and next re⸗ 
med is to let him reſt, and uſe to waſh his necke with 
cold water, and fo rub and chafe it with the foam of ſil⸗ 
der oꝛ litargy. Celſus willeth to put on the reſt of his 
neck that is ſo tnflamed, the kozelaid herb called Avia.

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For a beaſt being hide-bound. 
There is a diſcaſe in beaſts called in Latine Coriago, 
in Engliſh Yidebound , which doth ſoze toꝛment and 
griere a keaſt. This grief happeneth to a labouring Dxe, 
when he hath been ſo2e traveliep in labour, oꝛ ſoze travel- 
Jing in rainy weather, and thereby come to be hidebound 
thꝛough poverty. Wherefoze pe muſt take hed when 
they return frhm labour being foze chaft of body and ſhoꝛt 
of bꝛeath. @ome uſe therttoze to ſpꝛinkle them with wine 
r do ce ſt a piece of the tat of a beaſt down his th2oat: but 
if he have this diſceſe already, it ſhall be good to ſeth Way 
lea ves in ale and ſo bath him thrreWith as hot as he can 
luffer, and ſuddenly thereupon fo2 to chafe and rub him 
with oyle and wine mixt together, and ſo pluck and dꝛaw 
his skin on both his ſides and loolſe it from his ribs: and it 
is good to be done in a hot Bunnp day that it may dꝛy and 
ſinke thertin. Another Some do put to the lees of Olivee, 
Wine, and Gzeale, and anopnt therewith, which medicine 
they do uſe after they hiwe done rubbing and chafing of 
the beaſt, Alſo if that a beaſt like not, and that his skin 
doth cleave unto his bones. ye ſhall bath him all ober with 
Wine and Pyle olive mixed together.

the juice of le ks with ſo much ſallct oyl, and mix it with 
a pint and half of wine, and give it him faſting.

cure therefoze : they cut away a round piece of skin in the

Another, ye ſhall 
woch and rub the bitten place with the w#p-b2ecd leaves 
ſtampt,and aiſo give unto the beeſt the juyce thereof mixt 
with Ale oz Bear, Another, teke the root of the great 
Wurre, and bꝛuiſe that with ſome ſalt, and ſo lap it to the

T Vere wil ſometimes both ox and cow have the pallet 
of their mouth inflamed ſo that he cannot well est 
bis meat, which beat oft times wil give a ſigh, ſtanding 
and weighing moꝛe on the one ſide then on the other, The 
remedy is,ye muſt caſt yim : then race tim on the pallet 
of Vis mouth and make him there to bled wel. Then ve

To help the Clowſe. 

e Clowſe is a kind of grief which veth commonly 
18 on the neck of labsuring cattel, which doth 
net ſo much mol: ft them, as doth the inflamations,becauſs 
they do not thereby leave their wozk. Ao which thing it 
al be ſufficient to put and diſſol ve thereon of lamp opl, 
and ſope mixt togethet . ſo anoynt. This is good but the 
beſt hal be if pe can, to let him reft til he he whole: 4 ye 
muſt look alſo that his neck do not then loſe his haire, 
which is ſoon loft when they labour in the raine , 02 eiſe 
ſweat, F02 when his neck begins once to pill ( then fear 
the other) ys wall then rub it with the powder of old ty- 
les finely made: and befoze ye do unxoke, caſtot᷑ that pow⸗ 


nd it is well mied on, then chafe 
— r 
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thereof all over with the akoꝛelatd opl, and ſo ye ſhall al⸗ 
wayes keep your oxen in good oꝛdet from time to time. 


Remedies for the hoof of a beaſt that is hurt. 
1 F the hoof of pour beaſt be hurt at any time, either with 
coulter oꝛ ſhare, oꝛ any part of her cles hurt ye (hall 
make a ſalve of pitch old greaſe, mixt with the powder of 
bzimſtone melted together and with an hot iron, melt that 
on the ſoꝛe hoof oꝛ clee, This medicine is good alſo when 
the beaft hath been hurt either with ſtub o2 ſpel of wood, 
and if there be any little gone in, it will dꝛaw it fozth but 
if his foot be hurt far within the fleſh by ſome ſharp ffone 
02 other thing, then ye muſt open the wound, then ſear it 
with ſome hot tron, and then bathe it three days together 
mo2mning and ever ing with warme vinegar, and wrap it 
with a bus kin of bꝛoom, it you can. And if the beſts leg be 
hurt with te ſhare then pe (hall lay to it of the hearh cal. 
led Dea⸗lettis 02 ſea ſpurge, mixt with ſalt called in Gee k 
Tichimalus, foꝛ that is god to heal it, and is alſo gad to 
heal the hurt in the kot, as well as on the leg. But firſt ye 
muſt al ways wach it with hot urine of men and then burn 
ready a fagot of ſome wod ab2oad.and as ſon as the flame 
is out, make the beaſt tread on hot embers with his ſoze 
fet : then anoint it with tar, and old greaſe mixt toge⸗ 
ther. It were good alſe to waſh pour beafts fœt often 
with cold water when ye unyoke them; fo2 that ſhall ker p 
them from feundering, and then after that to anoint and 
chafe their paſturns , and betwirt their cles with old 
greaſe, and they ſhall do well. 
Alte it an Dre do halt of his foot though taking of ſome 
meat cold, ye muſt then waſh it with warm urine, but it 
it come thzough the cauſe of bloud, oꝛ an impoſtume in the

Likewiſe if an Oxe bs cut 02 gravelled in the foot, the 
help is: ye ſhall bathe him with warm urine, and then 
aneint him with tar, and old greaſe, melted together, and 
there is nothing better to uſe betoʒe pe ve unyoke; then to 
ruband chate their feb with old freſh greaſe, 

If the ft of an Oxe do open and chop, ſo that the heꝛn 
do crack and clea ve vs ſhall bat he it well firff with warm 
vinegar and ſalt, and oyl, mixt altogother. Then lap it 
well foz a dap 03 moze, and put thercon a plaiffer of old 
creaſe and pitch melted tegether. And lo it ſhall heal a- 
gain and do well: and when his hoofs are bzoken,ye ſhall 
cover and wap them with linnen ft ped in vine gar, oyl, 
andſalt : foz the days till renew it in laping to the ſaid 
medicine. Then on the fourth day melt pitch and old greaſe 

ther, and put it thereon with the bazk of a pine apple⸗ 
tre clean poliſhed : any when it beginneth to heal, ye hall 
rub it all over with the lost of the chimnep,and let it heal, 
but if ye make ſmall ascount thereof, there will worms 
ingender ſoon in the ſoze, and mike it fall to a colanefe, 
if ye waſh it not on moznings with cold water: ſo if this 
will not heal it ye ſhall then bzuiſe of hoꝛehound, le ks, and 
ſalt together, and ſo lay it thereto, and this will ſoon kill 
the worms: and when the ſoꝛe is well cleanſed, ye hall 
lay thereon a plaiſter of tow, mixt with pitch, oyl, and old 
greaſe, and ſo anojnt it all over with the ſame, to kep the 
flyes away, and ſo it will do well, 


To help the bruiſe on the ſhoulder of a beaſt. 
Dmetimes by long travel a labouring Oxe in treading

Another better, which is take of the retsof the harp potn- 
ted thee lea ved graſſe which beareth long ſweet leaves, £ 
rough: mix the juice thereof with wine, and give it to the 
beaft oꝛ caſt it into his mouth and beat the leavs with ſalt 
and lap it to the foze : if ye cannot have the green hearb, 
bꝛuiſe the ſ&d with wine and give it him o2 bzuiſe ſtalks £

Remedies againſt the diſeaſes of the eyes.

Again, if a beaſt be ſtricken on the eye pe ſhall take of 
the juice of Lentozy deard and mix it with a little honey, 
and therewith aneint his eye, and lay it alſo plaiſter-wiſe 
thereon. Do this againft night, foz fear of Bees trou- 
bling the beaſt : alſo if the eye of. pour beaft chance to be 
ſtricken pe ſhal take the crums of wheaten bzead;o; other 
and then ſoke it a little in roſe-water, oꝛ vineger, and ſo 
lay ic to his eye, and it will help.

Alſo againſt the watering of beaſts eyes, as ſometimes 
they will run with water. The remedy therefoze : they 
uſe to lay on the bzows oꝛ eye id, the meal of dzyed barly 
te with water and hony, Alſo 5 ſds of wild parſ- 
nips, oꝛ the juice of wild dayſies mixed with hony.and lo 
ancint : which is alſs gov again any pain in the eyes, 
then anoint it all over with tarre, and oyle mixt as afo2e« 
ſaid, foꝛ fear ol Bees comming to the hony, and troubling 
the beaſt, And allo fozthe web in the eye, ye ſhall take of 
the white ſait,and w2ap it in a linnen cloath and then rake 
it under the embers,and burn it, and then take and beat it 
to ſmall powder, and with a goſequill blow thereof inte 
the eye, and then held your hand thereon a while, and ye 
Wall ſe tt water,and thereupon amend, Allo the juice of 
D2agons to anoint the epe, ts cood againft the Webb in 
the eye and the juice of the wild lettics doth the like, Alto

* F any beaff doe ſwallow votone an hozfe-lech in his 
dzink, it will moleſt and tronbls him greatly, Foz the 
ſaid hoꝛſ⸗leæ ch will commonly ſtay in his thzoat,anm there 
ſack blood, and ſo will tnflame the place in cauſing his 
thꝛoat bowle to well, whereby he will ſoze trouble the 
beaſt in letting the paſſage of his meat, ſo that he cannot 
ſwallow,no; take his winde. Af the lye too far within, 
that one cannot take it fozth with his hand: ye muſt then 
pat a quill 02 ſome cane tn the beaffs thꝛoat, fille with 
hot ople, and let tt go vown, and ſquirt oyle, and ſo ſoone 
as the oyls doth touch but the woꝛm, ſhe will fall off : ye 
may alſo get het off,byletting the fume of the punaiſe un⸗

danger foz that time: but if he lie and will not riſe, ye 
ſhall ffrike him witha ſharp knife oꝛ bodkin;th2e inches 
dep 02 mo2e, If that will not ſerve, thꝛuſt him ſo veep

The cauſe is, chers lies a bladder under the sknl 
in the fozehead of the beaſt, which is between the main and 
the bꝛain⸗ an which bladder muſt be taken fozth oz he wil 
never amend / but in the end he wil die thereof. Theremedy 
ve muſt taſt him t bind his four feet togetber . then yoſhal 
f@1 all over ſoftly with your thumb thzuſting thereon;and 
where ps find 5 ſoftelt Gs there above „ 
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the skin overthwart four inches, and ſo likewiſe bene: th 
the loft place, Then alſo in the midſt ye ſhall cut the skin 
downwards betweene the two overtwart cuts, and flea 
th:ſe-skinnes on both ſides: then turn them up and pin 
them with pinnes: then tahe a ſharp knffe , and cut the 
bꝛain⸗pan there under two inches broad, and thꝛœ inches 
long: but be wore your knife, go no dee per then the thick⸗ 
ncls of the bzain-pan koꝛ piercing the bꝛain; foz if ye do ſo 
the bextt will die. When pe ſhall t ke away that cut bone, 
and ve ſhall ſee a bladder there under-two inches oz moze 
long, st water : which bladder ye ſhall take away, and ſ& 
that pe hurt not his bꝛein. Bo done, then ye ſhall lay 
down again the tut skinne, as betoze, and ſow them faſt

the bearing kine. Which barren kine ye muſt eit her fat 
them, 62 occupy them to the plough, fo2 they map as well 
endure labour and travel as the yong Dxe,becauſe being 
barren they are as light, They delight to be in ſundry pla- 
ces, in Winter nigh ſea, and in Þummer to be in thick 
ſhady wods, «+ they love moze the paſture on mountains, 
then en the plains, and alſo their hots will better indurs 
in fozreſt and gzaſs woods, oz in places of clay, oz mariſh 


gꝛounds then in hard and ſtonp places, 


Things good to purge cattel. 

He powder of ix 02 xv leaves of laurel. oꝛ the gzene 
lea vs thereof beaten and ſtraind with a pint of honied 
water mixt with a little ſalt,then ſtratned and given to the 

beaſt in the moꝛning: this will purge ſomewhat ſtrong,

Which diſcaſe cometh of an infection 
cf the bloud, and it appearcth commonly firſt in the head; 
fo2 then his head will ſwell, ond his eyes wax great, and 
they will ran cf water, And when he doth once froth at 
the mouth he is then pot remedy and ſhoꝛtly after he will 
die, and pet &hen they are thus ſick they will eat, The 
re medies are: pe (hall flea the beaſt that is ſo dead, and 
bury him in a dæp pit and cover him well with earth, that 
no degs can cem to the carrion: foʒ ſo many ber ſts as do 
ſmell therecf are-wike to be infected with the ſame diſcaſe, 
and fo2thwith pc {cl h ve the skin freight to the Tanner 
carry it net home foꝛ fear of mo2e peril map fall thereof, 
There is a common uſc,and done of a greet charity which 
is, they will put the beaſts £kin on a pole and then ſet it 
a hedge feft ound to a ſtake by the high way ſide, that e⸗ 
very man riding by may pertei be thereby wbere the ſick- 
neſs of cattel is and alſo in what Townſhip:and they hold 
an opinton it will thereby ceaſe the rather, which J do 
ſcarcely bele ve, But a beaft having the murren, being 
flapꝰd it wil appear between the fleſh and the gin; fo? it

TL ſhall be god foz huſbandmen to rear yearly ſa many 
calves as they can-conveniently keep to maintain their 
ffock,and cheifly thoſe cal ves that do fal between Candlc· 
maſs and Pay, fo2 in that ſcaſon th:tr milk may beſt bee 
ſpared, and by that time there will be ſufficient oraſſe to 
wean them, and by Winter following they will be ſtrong 
enough to ſa ve themſelves among ether cattell, h1ving 
now and then ſome ſmal helps, and alſo the Dammes by 
Jane ſhal be the reavicr again to take? Bull and to bzing 
other calves in the time atoꝛeſaid:and if a Cow tarry til af- 
ter Pay ere ſhe cal be, the calf wil be to weak in the wits 
ter following, and the damme wil not be fo ready to take 
Bul again, but thereby off times go barren, Alſo to rear 
a calf after Pichaelmas,and to keep the dam at het) meat, 
as they do in ſome countries, it would be to coſtly al the 
Winter : and a cow abgoad will otve moze milk with a 
little graſs.then with fodder lying in the cloſe houle, oꝛ fed 
with hay and ffraw remaining in the fall koꝛ the dꝛy and 
hard meat doth diminich moze mil ke a great deale then 
graſs, As f0z thoſe husbands that have but ſmal paſture oz 
none at all, muſt doe as thep mapꝛand in my mind it * 
TY 
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far better foꝛ them to ſell their calves then fo rear them 
whereby they may ſave ths milke to a mo2e p2ofit fo the 
kes ping of his houſe, and the Tow will the rather go to 
the 15ull again, 

Alſo if the husband do go with an O xe plough it hal 
then be mat to rear tivo oxe cal ves, and two cow cal ves 
yearly to hold up his ſtock, i he can ſo dos, and it will be 
the moꝛe p2ofit: alſo it is better to wean cal ves at graCe 
then at hard meat if they were at graſſe befoze: and thoſe 
that can hate ſeveral paſtures foꝛ their Kine and Cal ves 
hall do well, and reat with lcfle coſt then others, The 
weaning cal ves with hay and water will make them have 
great bellies, becauſe they ſtit net ſo well there with as 
with araſs, and they will the rather rot when they come 
to araſs, And again in winter they would be put in houſes 
rather then to remain abꝛoad and to give them hay but on 
nights, and to paſture them in the day time. Any thus be⸗ 
ing uſcd, they ſhall be much better to handle when they 
ſhall be Kine oz O xen to ſerve to any other purpoſe, 


The loſſe of Calfe, Lamb, or Foale, which is 
the leaſt loſſe. 

E ſhall underſtand the leaſt hurt fo2 the husbandman 

is his Cob to taſt her calfe, then his Ewe to caſt her 
lamb,oz Pare her colt, becauſe the calf will ſuck ſo much 
milk as he is wozth, befo2e he hall be able to be killen. 
And of the ewes milk there cometh no p3ofit but the lamb 
pet in ſome countries they wean their lambs, and milk 
their ews which is a hind2ance for them to take the Ram 
in due ſeaſon, But thereby oft times goeth-many ewes 
barren, bccauſe they are bzought ſo low with milking, 
Alſo if the mare caft her foal. that is thʒice ſo great a loſs 
as the other two; fo2 if that foal come of a god bz, 
which is a moſt neceſſary thing foz every man to pzovive 
fo2 himſelf, and as much charge will a bad mare coft in 
k ping as a god mare, and with god keping the foal wel 
be in ſhoꝛt time ready te ſell lo ſo much money as the 
lamb and cf is wozth, What 
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What Cattell is moſt meet to go in one 
Paſture together. 


E ſhall understand, it is not ſo god noꝛ ſo p2ofitable 

to ha ve cattel all of ont ſoꝛt iu a paſture together, as 
to have all eren 93 all hozſes in a paſture together. noꝛ pet 
chte p alone e xtept they paſture on high grounds; foꝛ they 
will not kerd even, but over-run; and leave many tufts of 
graſs here and there untouched in divers places of the pa⸗ 
ſture : except it be greatly laid with cattel. Zherefozo ye 
Mall perceive that hozſes will agree well with other cattel 
fn one paſture together;fo2 there ia ſome graſs that hozſes 
will eat, and beafts will not and lightly a hoꝛſe will covet 
to fte ed after othsr cattel. Alſo a hozſe loves to feed on low 
Nonunos as plaſhes, and hollow places, But bo2ſes e ſhje p 
will not ſs well agree together, except it be foz the cher p 
to feed on the upper grounds: fo2 a hep will fed on a 
bare paſture, and eat the ſweeteft grafſe, and ſo will a 
hozfe likewiſe, but he muſt have it longer. Yet (as ſome 
do ſay) a ho2ſe will eat as nigh the gzound as the ſheep, 
but he cannot therewith fill his belly ſo ſon, To one hun- 
dꝛed of cattel in a Paſture, ye may have twenty hozſes.if 
tt be a low gꝛound.

lean. Alio it a Cow be fat when ſhe ſhall caive, ſhe is in 
11022 danger then being lean, and the calf (ſhe being kat) 
Wall be the leſs of ſtature. As foz pour dꝛaught O xen, ve 
cannot give them to much meat, except it be the latter 
graſs of a low mowed meddow. Foz that will cauſe them 
to have the gyrie, and then he map not ſo well away with 
labour. Like u ile, if there be very much graſgina cloſe, 
the cattel will foep the worſe thereof ; fo better is a god 
ſweet bit from the earth then a large and dep graſs, Fo3 
trhereas it is lo long the beaſts wil bite off the tops there- 
of, and no moꝛe; foz that is the ſwetcſt, And the other 
graſſe ſhall remein Kill on the ground and ſo tot; foz no 
veaſt will cat therecf, but hozſes only in Winter, Foz 
they will fed on focgy graſs and ſuch like, Alſo pe mall 
underſtand that hoꝛſes and Cattel may not well be kodde⸗ 
red in Winter all together, but put apart; fo2 the beafts 
with their hozns will £022 both hozſes and her p. Where 
fo2c it is the moze danger foto fed them together : it is 
beſt therefoze to make ſtanding racks and cratches, and 
to caſt their meat therein, -Which ſta ves onoht to bs tet 
ſomewhat nigh together, fo2 pulling and ſpoyli; g their 
fodder to much at once under their feet. It were rather 
better to change their places every day where pe fte de 
them, which ſhould make them to gather up mo2e clean, 
and not fo2 to trample ſo much under their ſet, Thus 
much as ccncerning the paſturing of eattell together in 
paſtures, as alſo the foddering of them together in win- 
fc r.

with. This is god alſo when there is any inflame tion oꝛ 
ſwelling in them. Alſo if his Woulder be hurt oz that he 
ha ve loft bloud, then ſhall ye open the vein in the middle 
betwixt his two fo2elegs, and tub his ſhoulders with the 
ſaid bloud mixt with the fine powder of frankincerſc ; but 
let not ts much bloud fo2 weakning bim, and lay on the 
place his own dung, and bind it fo with ſomething, ard

If your hozſe be troubled with choler, his belly will 
[well and will be het, noꝛ he cannot then vent beneath, 
and then ze muſt take him with pour hand, and cleanſs 
the natural conduits which are ſtopt, and take foꝛth his 
dung, and pe ſhall give him ſavine, ſtaveſaker and ſalt, 
boiles and mixed together, in putting a little hony, and 
miniſter it in at his tuel like a glitter oz ſuppsſttoy, 
which will move and purge koꝛth all the choler, Some do 
beat thze ounces of myꝛthe with thze pints of wine, and 
give it with a hozn, and chafe and rub his tuel with tar 
and old greaſe, Others waſh his belly with ſalt water 
of the ſea, 02 water and ſalt. As fo other pnrgations, 
they do commonly give in powders, and pills, which muſk 
be gi ven with god diſcretion,acco2ding to each diſeaſe his 
medicine, Which ye chall underſtand moze thereof at 
large in P. Blundivels bok of hozſes, how and when to 
purge them, tharefo2e J here paſſe it over. X

his belly with lea. water, ez frong ſalted water, and caſt 
into his th2oat the ounces of the rots of Capars beaten 
with half ſo much vinegar, and that will kill all wozms 
and bots. Some take hot embers, and put it in running 
water. then ſtrain it, and give it warm with a hozn, and 
walk him half an hour after, and tie him up with the bzt- 
dle: Others take fenegrek,and bays licozas, and turme- 
rick. of each a halt penywoꝛth, ot anniſeds a penywoꝛth, 
with a quantity of bzimſtone in powder and beat all theſe 
ſmall together, and put them in a quart of Ale, and qtve it 
kaſting, warm, and walk and uſsthem as befo2e and ker p 
him warm all that day after; 02 à pint ot milk with a 
ſpco;ifull of ſope. Some give ſavine chopt among pꝛo⸗ 
vender oꝛ a Rie ſhcat᷑ oz the fine powder of bztmſfone in 
warm milk: Some do let him bloud kaſting in the rof of 
his mouth and that is ths beft foz a mare that is with 
foal and to let her bloud often and to give her alittle pꝛo⸗ 
vender after; fo2 if you ſhould give her ftronger things, 
it were dangerous fo2 the colt, except it were ſtrong, and 
nigh her time. Some do give them mans dung and anoint 
the bꝛidle therewith, and chafe him thereon; and malm- 
ſey is alſo god faſting, Foz the cough newly taken they 
take lentile peaſe, clean made, dꝛied and beaten to pow⸗ 
der, and put thereof into warm water, and ſo give a pint: 
Uſe him thus thz&e dapes,.and give him graſs and tender 
bzanches of herbs, F 02 an old congh they take ſiy ounces 
of the jupte of ler ks, mixed with a pound of oyl olivs, 
and ſo give it with a hozne, and give him grafſe to eat af- 
ter, and to anoint his grief with vinegar ond oyl mixed 
together. Af it help not, then chafe himfometimes with 
falt-miter and allom mixt together with a feather, of each 
alike, with ſome vinegar. Af thers be puſhes oz bliſters 
on his bovy, ve ſhall trete them ſo hard in the ſun, that 


they 
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they bled ; then mix of the rot of Aby, with as much 
bzimKone, of tar and allom, put all together, and there⸗ 
with heal it. Foz the conch ſome ſap, take a heaghog, 
and caſt him into an oven, and dy him to powder, and al- 
wayes mixe of that powder with his pzovender, which 
will at length help any congh, Oꝛ take an handfull of 
Box leaves ſmall chopt, and mix it with a peck of ground 
Palt, and ſ@th it in a gallon o two ot fair water, and 
let the hoꝛſe d2ink thereof luke warm, and give him white 
water foz two oz the dayes :fter, 02 an handfull of 
groundſel ſmall chꝛed, with the powder of Licoras, and 
gnniſeeds, of each a like quantity, and ſo cive it him 
warm in a quart of Ale; and then ride him ſoftly after, 
and keep him warm fo2 two oz thzee dapes after. 

To heal all ſezes 02 other chafings on hozſes in any 
part of his body, they do uſe to waſh them with warm wa- 
ter and then to rub and chafe them with greaſe and ſalt 
melted together, ſo long until the matter bs ripe, and illue 
out : Huch ſozes oft times do kill hozſes, if there be not 
(in the beginning) ſome remedy found. Dome do anoint 
them with oyl of Cedar, od Leutfles.o2 with Nettle ſens 
mixed with Sallet opl,o2 the ol of a Mhale, oꝛ the d2op- 
ping of ſalt tunny, and chiefly the greaſe of a Meal fiſh. 
But if the ſoꝛes be old, yon muſt have ffronger things, 
as to boil of Betony herb, and b2zimffone powder oꝛ elle. 
bozp, of pitch, with as much old greaſe, and with this they 
do heal all olvſozes, in raiſing them firſt with a arpe 
fron, and then to waſh them with pille, and foto anoint. 
Any ſometimes, if it be teſtred, to cut it to the quick and 
then to draw eit with medicines, as ſhall be made with 
Tarr and Opyl, and ſuch like, which will cleanſe and fill 
again the place: and when the hair (hall be full again, 
and cloſed full with hair, then it ſhall be god to chafe the 
place with ſt of a calyz2on and butter, Bndto heal a na⸗ 
vel gall 02 ſoze back, take ſ@t of a chimney any yeaſt mixt 
together, and plaiſter it therewith. which will heal with: 
out any other thing. in — it cnce a day, p 
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Foꝛ riſtzc of the skin oꝛ raiſing thereot, take two creat 
Onione, and bople them in water with Mounde⸗ tongue 
herb ; then being hot, take a pound of Salt, and mixe it 
with ſtrong vinegar, putting therein the yolk of an egge, 
then mix altogether, and rub the place therewith and you 
hall ſ& the experience. And foz his back, that is chapt 
a ad ſwoln you ſhall firſt waſh him with piſs hot, then as 
noint him with freſh butter, and lay thereon a little hay 
wet in cold water, and ſo clap pour ſaddle thereon and let 
him reſt lo all that night oꝛ anoint it with butter then put 

on the wet hay, and your ſaddle. Some clap theſe to 
hot hoꝛſe dung, and then the laddle, but take the grounds 
of ale oꝛ bier, and boyl it well with Pallows, and clap it 
hot: but if the skin be through chat ſs that it doth water 
and is very moiſt, pe ſhall have ready in a bag filled with 
the powder of bꝛier leaves finely beaten, and put a little 
of that thereon, and it will dꝛy it up by the mozning, and 
will heal it alſo, without other thing. Alls fo2 ſoze eyes, 
which may be healcd with the meal of wild tares, called 

zeb. And the creviſes and chops on the eyes are hea⸗ 
led with faſting ſpittle and a littls ſalt, o2 the powder of: 
v2y bones, and mixed with burned ſait, oz the ſeeds of 
wild Parſneps.in powder, and put in a cloth, and blow it 
ta his eyes: and all the griefs of the eyes are healed by 
mixing the juice of plantain with ho..ted water, o2 if pou 
have not that, take hony and tyme mixt together. Alſo 
fo2 a ſo2e eve, take ſtrong uettles, ſtamp them and ſtrain 
them with beer, and ſquirt thoreof into his eye twice oz. 
th2ice, then blow in a little powder of Sandi ver, and tet 
him take no cold of his epe till it be u hole, It pou muff 
needs ride him after, it were god to kep a cloth befo2e 
his eye to defend the wind, and it were god to let him 
bloud-under the eye and then dꝛels him once oꝛ twice and 
it all ſaffice, Foz blond in the eyes take the White of 
an egge and clap it to,o2 the juice of Selandine to encint, 
and it.is god againſt any ſtroke; and alſo it is ga — 
make

make a tft of head and dip it with white wine and clap 
it to his eyes, and uſe it often, oz to let bloud under his 
bꝛows: and to ke pe the flies trom his epe 02 otber ſoze, 
you ſhall molt tarre 02 oyl, 02 tarre and hogs greaſe toge- 
ther, and ſtrike thereof ail about. 

Sometimes a ho2ſe will caſt blond at bis noſe, which 
doth weaken him much, and ts gotten by ſome ſtrain, oz 
ſuch like: they ſtench it by blowing in at their noſtrils 
the juice of Coztander, oz b2uiſe the leaves of Per- 
wincle, and put thereof in his mouth, and let him chew 
it - his teth, and that will ſtench bleding at the 
noſe, 

Sometimes a hozſe will loſe his taſt which tometh of 
ſozrow, The remedy is, take four ounces of the ſeds of 
Nigel Romana, beat with ſix ounces of oyl Olibe, mixed 
with a pint of Wine, and make him to ſwallow it down. 
The diſpoſition of vomit : They uſe to take it away in 
making them often to ſwallow a beaten head of Garlick, 
with tie pints of wine. 


Againſt Apoſtumes oz Peftilent ſozes, it ſhall be god peſtilence 
to pierce him with a hot tron rather then with a cold, then in Mares. 


plaiſter it with heating medicines. 

Alſo there is a Peftilence, which cauſeth Mares ſud» 
denly to wax lean, and fo pine away, It᷑ any ſuch do hap- 
pen you ſhall put in their nofrils four pints of fiſh bꝛine, 
called Satume. Af the grief be grrat, they take fix tines 
ſo much, and this will make them to purge, and caſt cut 
all flegme at their noſtrils. 

Sometimes Pares will be in a rage but not often, 
which is to be noted how that ſometimes they happen to 
be in a hot rage : this is when they ſee their image in the 
water, they are ſadvenly taken with love, inſomuch that 
then they fozget to dzink 02 eat, and in ſo burning do be- 
come dzy, The ſigns are, then ſhe runs over the paſtures 
as ſhe were chaft oꝛ beaten, and looking oft about her, as 
though ſhe deſired ſomething,

ſ&d within her belly, and not to be onely beautifull of 
bovy, hut god alſo of ſpirit and ſtomack: and when the 
led is long erp it take life within her bod an be long ere 
che foal, ſcartely about the end of thirteen months. it is a 
token of ſome let. Mot withſtanding, the Mol colt 
taketh moꝛe aftex the Ae that begat him, rather then 
after the life and neture of his dam, and yet you ſhall not 
find it true in all Mares, no moze then it is pzoper in all 
hozſes; Foz ſometimes expertence doth decetve a mans 
judgement in him which he chaſeth, Foz oftentimes 
Stallions of their own nature and race are marvellous 
in tondittons and fozm, And whereag the Pares are 
but ſmall and fair, common bhep daing moge males 
then females, Nevertheleſle t $30 increafe oz di⸗ 

miniſh after, 03 accozding to their danis, Some fptallt- 
ons ard ill to ſe to, and pet thall beget colts of great pꝛice. 
And ſome do pteld a wozthineCe unto the fruit;moze then 
rot 
re, Anvtheſe ſozt of Dtallions muſh have the Pares 

of the like nature: ko; the like nature is moze familiar 
ts conceive then others, Pet the Ale neber begets an 
Age, noz the Pepl.never begets Poyls 2 and f62 this 
tauſe thep do ſuffer the Stallions to mount on the 
' Pares to put them in the moze heat, and to _ _ 
naemy 
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ſuddenly away acatne : Which ſhall make the hoſe to be 
moꝛe eaoer of the Paze, which bekoze he little paſt ot; 
and thts is to be noted by the way, thoſe which have their 
kid es hot, are alwapes moꝛe veſirous then thzſe which 
have their tones and kivneys cold, which is as well in 
man as in beaff, 

There is another ſozt of Stallions which are in a 
rage in their flerp heat, which are ſo divelliſh and fro- 
ward, that thereby they are ſon marred if they be net 
wiſely governed and handled. And oſten they bzeak their 
halters and co2vs by enawing and biting them aſunder, 
and leap on ares with foal, often biting them by the 
neck and back, 

Now to cozrec ſuch ye maſt put them in a hozſes 
mill, and there make him ſure, and uſe him a little to 
labour cently, and ſo pe (yall make him to leave his fu- 
tiouſneſſe. So when he hath left it, yet thereupon let 
him not be ſuffered to cover, uutill he be in ſafficient 
heat thereunto, Fo} this is of creat impo2tance, that 
the ſpirit of theſe beats are naturally heavy and lte py, 
but by moderate exerciſes they will be the moe livelior 
to travel, and then ye may let them cover, that by the 
ſecret efficacy of hidden natuze, their fruit may be the 
moꝛe pleaſanter, Alto a Poyl doth not ingender with 
a hee Ace oz Pare, but a ſhee Alle with a Yozſe, oz a 
wilde Be-Affe with a Bare, Certain Authoꝛs which 
J will not hide, as Marcus Varro, and befoze him De- 
mocritus, and Mago, have ſald, that in Affrick, there is 
no mar vel, oꝛ pet a ntonffrous thing to le their ate 
to bear, no moꝛe then the Mares in this Country, The 


moſt fatr and largeſt catteil among all Popls, are thoſe 
which be begotten of Aſſes, and map well be compared 
unto thoſe which are gotten of wild Ades: It it were 
not th:t they are ſo troubleſome, wild, and hard to go⸗ 
vern and rule, like unts their pre, there were none 
like them, |

Bemey of 
Moyls. 
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Wherefo2e thoſe Stallions that hal come of that tace 
ſhall be better, and ſo from time to time to alter. Fo2 if 
pe cover a Pare with a hozſe that was begotten of a wild 
Ade 02 tame, they ſhall ke p their bigneſs and largeneſſe 
like their Spꝛe, with the like ſtrength, and age unto their 
firſt race. And thoſe that are gotten bet wirt an hoꝛſe and 
an aſe ſhall bear the name of their damms, as they ſay 
hozſe mopls, fo2 they ſhall reſemble and be like unto 
their Dams, Therefoze it is bettet to have Poples of 
an aſſe ſtallton, which by cxperience comes of good and 
fatrer race then otherwiſe. Ye muſt be choſen great of 
body, with a ſtrong neck, his ſives long and large, with an 
open and large bꝛeaſt and ful! of ſinews, his thichs flicſhy 
his legs well truſt and black of colour, o2 ſpotted, The 
Aſſes are commonly of a mouſe⸗dun coloured heir: But. 
that is not a pleaſant hatre foz a mople: thercfoze in ge; 
neral it is good to take cood herd thereof that you be not 
deceived by your eye; ko even like as we ſhall ſ& the 
fiece of a Lamb which commeth of a Ram With a ſpot- 
ted tongue ſo likewiſe the Alle hath hair of divers colo:s 
in his bzows and eares, and thereby often they make the 
Poyles of divers colours: theretoꝛe when pou have dili⸗ 
cently conſidered of pour ſtalion, yet nevertheleſſe ye may 
be deceived, foz'beſives theſe afozeſaio marks ſometimes 
they hite moples by other coloured hozſts which they 
know not, and yct the ſame map be as well eſte med as 
other: which comes of no other cauſe but from their firſt 
dams and generation, which by mixing with others, hath 
ben almeſt veffroyed , and pet by the ſed of the h:2ſs is 
renewed again to his firſt eſtate. Ann the ale which A do 
wꝛite of as ſon as the hath foaied it ought to be taken a- 
wap from her and pꝛivilp to be ſet to the mare which 
hath a colt; ſo that the know not thereof ; which muſt be 
done in the night and ſet in a dark place. But frſt take 
away the mates colt and put to the other: but in ten days 
wwe will not let it ſack , therefoze pon muſt help in the 
mean 
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mean time the one as well as the other as you ſhall ſw 
cauſe, ©? elſe take the nrine 02 milk of the one, and 
rub the colts there with contrary, and at length they will 
love and uſe them fo2 their own, And this young ſtallion 
colt ſo nouriſhed of the mare ſhall take a love unto mares 


bereafter, And though oft times they be nouriſhed with — 


their dams milke pet being but young , and having the 
uſuall company among mares vatly he will thereby the 
better love them, and fo will he ferve well pour mares 
but let him not cover them befoze he be thz& pears old. 
And at ſueh convenient times as araſſe may fed him wel 
and ſometime with ſheaves of barley ſometimes of ge od 
malhes, to dzink of barley and wheat, o2 of wheat ſod, 02 
barlsy ſod, and let him not firſt cover a young tender 
mare which hath ne ver been covered befeze. Foz in the 
mounting on her ſhe will often rtke him with her ft, 
and thereby he wil take it ſcoꝛntully which ſhal make him 
to caſt a continual hate to all other hereafter, 4 therefoꝛe 
they put ſome other unto the poung mare to put ber in a 


heat and not cover her but with him. And when pou ſhall: place to co-: 
ſe her defirous to ſtand then take him away and put to the ver. 


poung ſtallion and let him cover her. Alſo it ſhal be gad to 
have a place made with boards deſcending downWwaod be⸗ 
koꝛe that ſhe may the better take hoꝛſe and not flic aſtde oꝛ 
turnfrom the hoꝛſe when he covereth her. Some do ma- 
nacle her fo2efet to the hinder on both ſides; and by this 
neſcending place a low ate 02 hozſe may cover her the bet 
ter « the moꝛe eaſie: and after being thus covered with an 
aCe oz other hozſe, then in the per after that ſhe hath foa⸗ 
led you ſhal not by g by cover her again with another, but 
in that year let her nourtfh her foal, which foal ſhal be the 
better hereafter to do any purpoſe : theretoze let her not 
be covered again ſo ſon, Am when that colt is a year old 
take bim krom the dam, and put the mares in ſach pa⸗ 
ſtures as you ſhall think god, in wovs 02 on mountaine, 
to harden her haſs, wherby ſhe may the better travel herc- 
alter; and al wates he⸗moyls are better to bear * 
addle- 
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ſaddle then Sheꝛ⸗moyls yt Sh&e-mopls are moꝛe quick 

and nimble, and met meet to being Colts: alſo they 

are both 1@5 to trabel ith the burthen, and alſo to la⸗ 

bour the Earth, if it were not that theſe kinds of cattel 

are ſomewhat ta Yigh fez th#t purpoſe, Therefo:e 

— they uſe a Teame ot Oxen to break grounds 

oꝛe. 

And koꝛ the burthen, ſome doe ſay a Pare is weaker 

then a celding-hozſe, and a gelvingho2ſe weaker then a 
ſtoned⸗hoꝛſe, and a hozſe- weeker then a moyl. Fo? the 

moyls, commonly (as they ſap) will carry ve oz ſty 

hundzed weight, and therewith they will travell thirty 

miles a dap, Foz both Yozſe and Poyls are beaſts of a 

great ſtrength, if they had underſtanding, no man ſhould 

Horſes wich- be able to rule them: and alſo they ſay an hoꝛſe oꝛ a moyl 
out braws. heth ns brains, but in the placg thereof, he hath as it were 
a bladder filled with wind, and no bꝛains therein oꝛ other 
thing, but like a white water. Thus J leave off Yozſes 
— 1 here J will ſpeak of the oꝛdering al hozſe 
in travel. 


How the Husbandman, or Carter ſhould 
order his Horſe in Travel by the 
way, or otherwiſe. 


O chew ſomewhat the duty of Carters, which Car⸗ 
ters muſt alſo have patience in modetate uſing of 
their Yo2ſes, and at all other times he ought to beare a 
love al wapes to his cattel, ſo that his cattel may love him, 
rot fearing them to much: let him never' nſe to beat 
them with the ſtock of his whip, but whip them with 
che laſh, and uſe them to the ſound thereof, and yet not 
often, fo2 dulling of them: in tra vel 'nſe them ſometimes 
with fierce wo2ys mo2e then with ſtripes. Pour loyte- 
ring hozles touch befoze the other and the tree hoꝛſe * 
m 
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him leaſt of all, but at a great need. Alſo a free hozfe 
ought to be haltred ſho2t, oz elſe he will ſon ſpoil himſelf 
fn {raining continually, he will ſon be lame, bꝛoken⸗ 
winded. 02 blind, And-ufe all the other at times when 
ys ſhall ſe canſe ; and let them not in tra dei by the wap 
dzaw oz labour ſo much as they may ; touch not a hozſe 
with a whip over his back fo? fear of his eyes, and alſo he 
that is behind him, but touch on the legs of the near ſide, 
and ſo pe ſhall avoid the danget thereof ; noꝛ to d aw to 
much; fs2 thereby ye may ſon dull and tyre them, ſpeci: 
ally in a young hozſe ; anvaſter travel,truſs them up to 
the tuel ko taking cold, Be muſt alſo t very moꝛ ning uſe to 
rub and to comb them; ko therein a hozſe doth delight, 
and it will make them the mozeinfty and freſh to labour, 
and in Summer the like if they be houled, oz if they be at 
grafſe alſo : and water them not, but at their accuffomed 

hours, and after they have journied in ſummer, waſh of- 
ten their feet with cold water, and if you can ſometimes 

with wine, oz ale and butter, which will ſupple and 
ſtrengthen their une ws, oz to dath them with the lers of 
wine, which will likewiſe ſupple and ſtrengthen them, 

and after rub their legs with butter oz nerve oyl, oꝛ neats

fot opl: if they be ſhed, you ſhall bind to their hals dung . 


mixt with mens urins : anvif their feet be hot and have 
the gout, pe ſhall then Waſh their mouths with vinegar

and ſalt mixt together, am ko; the time. ofve themno hay cart and har- 
02 other fozage, as ftraw 62 oats, nos yet of litter, but neſs to ſee to-. 


well cleanſed, 10; let them bo-thov till thep be well. Alſo 
the Carter mult ſee dafly that his harnoſs be juſt and meet 
fo2 every hoe net oꝛding to hin ſtature, that he may there 
in labour ths eaffer. And alte theſe arnetes muſt be 
well lokey too from time to time, and all things belong- 
ing thereunto, as halters, brivles, heaottalls-, collet a, 
hatons traces, pipes, wanties, pachù fandios, pack wanties, 
and bel , with tek, o7 wut tie pin, tied to e dery 
hawn with a ring; to be the readier at need, and each of 
ſhe helly⸗ wanties to have a croſte pin 07 textil ot 
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be always ready to faſten and looſe, and to hate all things. 
whole and ſound, not to be oken 03 faulty againſt any 
time of occupping, and be well hanged upon hooks clean 
from the ground, thathozſes tread not the reon, 02 that 
dogs gnaw no part thereof, and every hozſe harneſſe 
placed by himfelf, ready to harneſe at all times, Alſo the 
Carter ought to have skill how to mend his harneCe, to 
ititch and ſew it when any part 02 parcel thereof decapeth, 
and to have his packſaddle thzed and whitleather always 
ready, 02 other great thzed where with to pzepare to help 
the ſame again, and to have alwayes with him bis awie 
and pannel ne dle. The Carter ought alſo to have know- 
ledge in ſhooing his hozſe.that when any ſhooe ſh11l looſe 
by the wap in travel, he onght to have hammer and nails 
ready to faſten it on again, fo2 looſing, o2 to ſet on ſome 
other; he ongbt to have alwapes ſhooes and nails with 
him foꝛ by that means he may ſave his hozſe oftentimes 
from danger of ſurkbat, gravelling oꝛ pzicking with ſome 
nail, oz cut with ſome ſtone, and ſuch like: foz to have 
expcrience in ſhoving is a thing ſoon learned, there is ſmal 
danger; but in pꝛicking oꝛ clowing with a nail, oz to vzive 
nigh oz in the quick: whereupon among all skültuli 
Smiths this Pꝛorerb is ſald, which is, Befoze, behind, 
t behind befoze: Which meaning is, the moſt dangerous 
nails to dive in the fozfeet, are the two hindermoſt nails 
and in the two hindermoſt ft the twofo2moft nails, the 
reſt are not ſo dangerous, ſs that pe dire them even, If 
pour ſhoes be mads hollow, oz riſing in the mid, and not 
flat to the foot, it will be much better tos the hoſe, to 
cleanſs and void gravel. Foz otherwiſe thou canſt not 
cleanſe them ſo well,and they will the ſooner be gravelled; 
there leze ſee to have ſhoes alwapes ready, againff any 
ſuch time of need, 

Likewiſe when thou doeft take any journey with thy 
hozfe and cart, thou muſt l{kewiſe ſce all things belo: g- 
ing to the cart be ſubſtantial and ſtrong: as the wheels, 
and cart body ſtrong and ſare to bear a burthen, and the 

axle⸗ 
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axletree likewiſe, Alſo ſ the rathſtaves and ſtruts be 
whole and ſound, and well furniſhed, with ſtaves of god 
ſtrong holly,hazel, oꝛ aſh, and to have them ready »zicd, 
if any want oꝛ bzeak, and all the ſhamble ſtaves to be 
made of god dꝛy and tough ach, which are to bear a bur- 
then from the thillsr : and thy cart ladder to be made of 
god d2y aſh alſo,and ſurely ſet thereunto. And let your 
Axletre bs ſo made, that they may fill cloſe the nathes of 
the wheels; fo2 when they joggle oz ſhake, they go un⸗ 
eaſle, and hind2eth nigh the dꝛaught of an hoſe, and that 
alſo is uneaſte fo2 the Fiil-hozſe. And ſe that your axle- 
tree be well clouted and nailed cloſe thereon, that the nails 
tear not the nathes of the wheels, And ſee alſo in like 
manner the axletreee pins be ſure and ſfrong ; (02 if the 
axletree go not cloſe, they are commonly in danger of 
bowing oꝛ bzeaking : and let your nathes and axictree be 
well greaſed with freſh greaſe and Dope oꝛ Snails mixed 
together; fo2 that will keep the nafhes long cool, & ſo go 
mo2e eaſter ; which greaſe you muſt always have with 
you when you travel by the way to occupp When pon ſhall 
ſee cauſe, 4 alſo to habe ready ropes ends, oꝛ other ſmall 
cod, that when any thing doth bzeak oz cleave aſunder, 
by and by to mend and piece it again. Thus ad viſedly tre: 
velling on the way, have an eye to the foze⸗hoꝛſe in lac es 
ſpecially,anv ſtreets,fog fear of childzen oꝛ beaſts; but if 
thou ſtap, let thy hozſe ſtap alſo ; take heed of the foꝛe⸗ 
hoſe in their places, Look well to the body ho2ſe, and 
tn routs,holes, and dangerous ways, be always nich urto 
the thiller, with thy hand nigh his head, whereby theu 
mapeſt the better rule him upon a ſudden, and always look 
to the going of the wheel. In thus doing, thou ſhalt keep 
thy Cart always upright from overthꝛowing. And when 
thou goeſt down a hill, dꝛag the Cart behind, and up a hill 
weigh the Cart befoze, And thus doing, in conſidering 
all wapes add plates. poſts and gates, thou ſhalt a vol) 
okt times the dangers thereof, which otherwiſe thou maiſt 

happen okt to be troubled with. * 
0 
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Alſo the Carter ought to ſ& well to his ho2ſe in travel: 
ling; fo2 the hozſe is a beaſt of a ſtout courage, and he 
loves man,and he is delighted with a whiſtle, dꝛum, oz in 
bels, which bels do not hang ſo well at the hozſe ear, as 
at hls patrel, oz on the backwent y; fo? the bels hanging 
ſo nigh his ears, he cannot ſo ſon hear his v2iver, And 
the Carter muſt likewiſe be carcfall at all times to ſ& 
unto his hozſe, that if any do holt 03 complatne by eny 
means, to ſ\& by and hy unto him; and ſearch where the 

inreſtcth, and to remedy it in time, with ſuch things as 

ſhall think god; ſometime to lay on their own dung 
on their paſtozns, as befoze is mentioned : he muſt alſo 
be well adviſed whon the hel is newly hurt and chated to 
make him have a ſound hof again; and in taking cold 
(after his labour) 02 when he hath the tough, then he muſt 
cover and kep him warm, and give him maſhes : oz if 
be be moꝛe founded by travel in rainy weather, oz at any 
other like times, vou thall clap the rots of Alexander ſod 
in wine unto his feet, and make him to eat Fenigrek 02 
Auniſe ds amongſt his pꝛovender. Wut if then he be of 
full age, it wers beft to change him. The carter- maſt 
alſo underſtand what love one hozſe beareth to another; 
(foz ſome will not agre together,) and actoꝛding thereto 
place them in the able; the which table ought to be 
made clean every meaning; foz a hozſe lo des to be clean 
kept, and at night te be refreſhed with ſome clean litter; 
and the hozſe-ke per ought to lie p in the ſtable, to be tea⸗ 
dy if any hoꝛſe break loſe in the night, and fight with his 
fellow, The Rt per ought alſo to lk ad viledlpy and wa- 
rily to his candle, and to plate it in the ſtable out of all 
danger, and nightly to hang up his harneſs foꝛ fear of dogs 
oz cats, oʒ other danget of hurting with hoꝛſe, and to place 
them as befo2e is mentioned, and to have them ready a⸗ 
gainſt the moaning, when he ſhould go fozth and labour 
with them that ho ſlack not the time in ſe king his harneſs 
in parts. And when anp hozſe ts ſick oꝛ ſams hear y then 
to fo2bear, and not labour him foz that time, foz fear "_ 
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he wax wozſe : fo in fickneſſe a hozſe is a very tender 
beaſt and heavy to any labour; theretoꝛe whenſoe ver ye 
havs laboured them, walk them atter foz taking cold, till 
they be in god temper, then truſs them with ſtraw (as 
afozeſatd ) foz taking cold ; foz thereby bz&eds many 
— * in a hozſe, which difeaſes and remedies ſhall here 
follow, . 
Pere J will turn and ſpeak ſomewhat of remedies a- 
gainſt ſozenefſe that comes oftentims to hozſes, Fo? a 
mopl oz hozſe that hath the fever pou ſhall gibe him te . 
dzink, rue oz colewozts; but when he vzaweth his 
bzeath ſhoꝛt, and doth often ſigh withal, then they uſe to 
let him bloud on the neck vein, and then take a pint of 
wins, with half an ounce of ſallet eyl, and mix therewith "ISP? 
ſome frankincenſe, and with a thirv part of the juice of n. 
- mugwozt, give it, Any if they have any frets oz galls n 
the paſtoʒns, pou ſhall plaifter thereon the pafe of barly 
meal, and open the tmpoſthume, if there be any, and heal 
it with tents of lint and ſuch ointments as is befoze men- 
tionen with a pint and a halt ot Garum, which J take to 
be ſalt fiſh · water, with a pound of oyle Olive mixed to⸗ 
gether and put into his noſtrils, and put thereto the whites 
of thꝛee 02 four eggs. And ſometimes they do lance their 
eyes ſometimes fear it with an hot fron, and it the bloud 
be'veſcended down into tbe feet, they tut it as the founder 
of a h:2ſe, and they give him bear-foot herb to eat, and 
Hioſcime, called Penbane; the ſev alſo is good to be 
b2uifed and given with wine. 
Againſt the leanneſs in a ho2ſe, give him often d2inks Leanneſs in 
mixed with half an ounce of bztmftone finelybeaten,with © horſe 
a raw egg, and a penny weight of the powder of my2rhe : 
mix all with wine and gibe it with a hozn, which is alſo 
good againf# pains of the belly, and fo2 the cough, Alſo 
againſt leanneſs there is nothing better, 02 ſo good, as 
thꝛee leaved grafſe given betwien green am vz, which 
doth alle mightily fat him moꝛe then other hay; and you 
ſhall give of this but a little at once, fo2 it will —_— 
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to much bloud in a hozſe, and thereby hs may ſon fake 
hurt. Alſo when a mopl 02 hoꝛſe is weary and ſoze cha- 
ted, ye ſhall caſt a piece ofgreaſe into his mouth and make 
him to [wallow it, and give him ſome wine oz ale theres 
with, The reſt foz the hozle 02 moyl pou ſhall uſe as be- 
foze is wꝛitten of medicines foꝛ Dxen oz Mares. 

The hot-bound 02 mate-long is when a hozſe is pinched 
02 bound in the upper part of the hat ; it will make the 
Skin to ſtare above the hoof, and to grow over the ſame, 
It will pain the heof ſo, that he cannot well ſuffer to tread 
fuil on the ground, and will be hot. It cometh by ſtands 
ing dꝛy inthe ſtable, and by ſtraight ſhooing, oꝛ heat, The 
remedy is, You ſhall raiſe the hoofs above from the top 
to the ſole in four o2 five places, ſo that the water may 
come fozth. Some do raze it round in the top, one inch 
long downward with the point of a ſharp knite, and then 
rub it all well with ſalt once 62 twite, and he ſhall do wel. 
If your hozſe chance to be ftifled, as you may ſo do in at a 
do02, 02 on the highway in fiipping his hinder fe&t oz with 
a blow: he muff be helpes ſoon after; foz if he tarry a 
day 02 moe, you muſt then rowl him. It the ſtifle be 
out, you ſhall fel and ſ& it ſtick out; then put it in, and 
bath him with beer, and bind his other ham with a girth 
as hard as you can all one night, then ſhift it in the moꝛn⸗ 
ing, then rub and chafe the place, and bind it againe: 
uſe him thus ther 67 four dayes, and let him ſtand en 
the fozeleg, and this is good alſo fo2 any ſpꝛeine in that 

lace, 

l If pour hoꝛſe be ſprained of ſome ſine w, you ſhall then 
waſh him with the grounvs of beer oz ale made warme, 
and there with a. l to bath it in ſtriking it downwars then 
bind him round in a hap rope ſod therein, and bind him 
from the ketter⸗ oke up to the ham, and let it reſt all one 
night thereon. Ik once do not help, uſe it oftner : oz take 
cf ſmallach, oxe-eye,herb, fluellin, and ſome ſheeps ſuct, 
chop and b2uiſe all together, and boil it in mens urine, and 
all to bath his legs therewith : then take a hay rope __ 
| 0 
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o; dipped therein, and wꝛap his leg all over therewith, 
and he ſhall do well. 


Foz a ftifle in the hel of a hozſe,yon ſhall take but oat⸗ guüthe 
meal and ſalt,of each a like quantity, and temper it with a j.ct. 


little running water, and make it into paſte in a ball, and 
thus caſt it into a hot burning fire, and let it lie til it be 
red hot: then take it fo2th and let it col, and then beat it to 
powder, and put thereof to the heel, cruſhing it down to the 
bottome of the grief with a linnen cloth tied on a ſticks 
end, and ſo dreſs him twice a dap, and befoze pour dꝛe ſſing, 
wah it with the grounds ol ſtale urine made warm. 


Il your hoꝛſe have a Fatty or Faſhion, it is an il diſeaſe parcy or 
to cure, but if it be taken in time it may well be cared, It raſhion. 


will run by veins thzough the body, and appear in many 
places of the body like knots 02 bunches, as big as half a 
walnut ſheil, and by following a vein at length it trill 
bꝛeał it ſelf,and run filthy matter: and as many ho2ſes as 
do touch oz gnaw on him, within one month ſhall have the 
lame diſeaſe ; oz if he do bite any other he will infect him: 
and if they be not ſon holpen, they will vie thereof, It 
any hoꝛſe have it, avoid him at thefirft if you tan fo2 en⸗ 
dangering all the other, This ſozeneſs commonly ron - 
meth of a coꝛrupt bloud and humour engendꝛed in the bo- 
dy and ſomtimes tt comes of bzuiſed bloud by ſome ſtroke. 
o2 of ſome galting oꝛ biting with ſome other horſe, oz cf 
ticks,02 hog-lice (as ſome ſay. The ture: Let him bloud 
on the vein nigh unto the ſo2e, then burn e very bunch, in 
plucking them np with pour hand to burn them the bet- 
ter, and leave none unburned: then ancint them every day 
with melted hogs-oreaſe, till they fall away: then hate 
ready a pottle of old ſtale, and boyl it a little with ſome ce- 
peras and ſalt, and a handful of ſtrong nettles, and there. 
with waſh warm all the corrupt ſo2es, then fill each hole 
with the powder of flaked lime: do this once a day till the 
holes are cloſed up. If any do ranckle moꝛe then others, 
fill thoſe with verdtgreaſe. In all this time let him hate a 
mall diet of meat as ſtraw and water oz ſometime a _ 
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of bꝛead; fo the lower he is kept the ſoner he is whole: 
and poke his neck that he lick not his ſozes, alſo the lege 
reſt he hath, the better it is fo him. 

Another remedy: Take of miftletoe and ſtale piſs, ho- 
up, black ſope, ſe th theſe all toget her, and once a day warm 
waſh your hoꝛſe all over there with: Uſe this five 02 fix 
days and you ſhall ſee experience, Another : Let him 
bloud in the neck four fingers from the head, and alſe on 
both the ſides, ans give him this dzink. Take a gallon of 
fair water, and put therein a god handful of Rue, any a 
ſpoonful of hempleed and b2uife them in a moꝛzter toge⸗ 
ther and lie th it till the half be conſumed ; and when ﬀ is 
told give it him to dꝛink, and this will make him whole, 
Another, a very perfect medicine: Pe ſhall cut him two 
inches long down in the tozehead and open it in the midit 
thereof on voth ſides two inches and put therein a tempin 
made of the inner rind ef Elder bark, and look it tie croſs 
the cut; fo2 ſo it will de ſtroy all the venomed-humour in 
bis body, and it will heal him ſafe and ſound, 

Foz a hoꝛſe thꝛt cannot ſtale gice him a pint of wine, 
07 ale mixed with gariick and the whites of ten eggs, and 
if you can, fo2 a while give him nothing but green grafſe, 
Another: Give him the juice of red-Colirozts,mixed with 
white wine, oz the rot of Klex mder b2uiſed- and ſod fn 
wine 02 ale, and given; oꝛ to give him warm wa ter, oꝛ to 
waſh his pard with warm vinegar, Alſo worm wd oz 
ſouthern-wod, 02 galingale, 62 mallows, oz pimpernel; 
tome of thefe 02 any one of theſe ſtamped with ale, and 
civen, will canſe him to make water, Foz the haw in the

which thing you ſhall perceive by the rifing of his no⸗

The remedies, 
Ye hall take of cloves and nutmegs 3 drams, of galin- 
gal and Cardamonum tegether 3 drams, of ſat, of bay 
ſed, of tommin moꝛe then the other: make all theſe inte 
fine powder, and put in whtte wire tempzes with a little 
ſaffron, Then put to ſs many yolks of egges as all the o⸗

A Splint is the leaſt ſozeneſs that is, and always doth 
continue. Many ſ@ms ts mend it and they pare it: it is 
as well on the outſide of the legs, as on the inſide, and 
ſometimes they will bs as big as pour finger, Which 
comes by travelling to young, oꝛ by to heavy burthens, 
02 by ſuꝛden ſtarting 62 ſtraining his ſinews. The cure: 
ſome do heal it by rubbing it with a hazel Rick made croſs 
with nicks, and therewith rubs the ſplint all over'crcſs, 
And others do ſhave off all the hair, and with a tick cut 
chccker-wiſe and they laps tarr thereon, and rubs thcre- 
with twice a day al on the ſplint til it be clean gone ſome 
do lay, to burn is the beſt, but if he be not weil healed, he 
may halt continuailyafter.

T Heſe cattel (Sheep) among the reſt, 
is counted for man one of the beſt, 
No harmfull beaſt, nor hurt at all: 

His fleece of wool doth cloath us all, 
Which keeps us all from extream cold: 
His fleſh doch feed both young and old. 
His tallow makes the candles white, 

To burn and ſerve us day and night ; 

His skin doth pleaſure divers waies, 

To write, to wear, at all aſſaies; 

His guts, thereof we make wheel - ſtrings; 
They uſe his bones for other things; 
His horns ſome ſhepheards will not looſe, 
Becauſe therewith they patch their ſhooes; 
His dung is chief I underſtand, 

To help and dung the Plowmans land: 
Thereſbre the Sheep among the reſt, 

He is for man a worthy beaſt. 
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The Government of SHEEP, and 
Remedies for ſuch Diſeaſes, as do 


come unto them. 


S our chief commodity is to have great 
cattel;ſo is there a chief commoditp to 
nouriſh, kep, and ted ſmall cattel, as 
ſhep one of the chiefeſt 4 kruitfulleſt 
foz the uſe ofman: foz of theſe beaſts 
comes a yearly fleece, are kept with 

mall trouble, oz any other great pain 
but in keeping them from cold winter,dagginginſummer, 
ſcab, and ſome other inconvenierces that come unto them 
as well as any other cattel. Therefo2zo muſt pou take ſome 
pain fo ſee them kept in fields and paſtures as well in hou⸗ 
ſes. There is no man that lobes ſheep, but will habe a cb iet 
care of them, to uſe and oꝛder them, as they ought to be, 
conſidering allthe commodities that come by them, and to 
keep their houſes clean and warm in winter, with their 
folds allo well ſet and ozdered in ſummer, The ſhepheard 
ongbt to be of good nature, wiſe, skilfull, countable and 
right in all his doings, wherein few are to be found at this 
dap, eſpecially in Ulllages « Towns; fo2 by their idleneſs 
and long reff,thep grow now to wax ſtubboꝛn g are given 

( foz the moſf part) fo fcowardneſs andevil, moze then 

good p2ofit to their Maſters, and ill mannered, where- 

 ofbzeeds many a theeviſh condition, being pickers, lyars, 
and ftealers, and runners about from place fo place, with 
many other infinite evils. Mhichcontrary was in the 
8:> ſhepheards of Egypt, and otber in their time: foz they 
were the firſt inventers of Aﬀrology, and judgment in 
ffars,and finders out of Þhyſick, augmenters of Puſick, 

and many other liberall Sciences. 
A cannot tel whether I ovght to joyn the Art of Knight- 
hood, and the government of * but by their ne 
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continnance in the fields c manp years ſeeing and biews 
ing out of their cabbins, by experience obſerved the conrſe 
of the ſfars, the diſpoſition of ftimcs, & by long uſe in mar⸗ 
king the o2dered times, 4 unſfedfaſtneſs of daies; in ſuch 
ſoꝛc continuing, that the ancient ſhepheards became peo« 
pie ol great knowledge, as witneſleth Hicrogliphiques; g 
therefoze all hus bands ought fo habe a great care in chu⸗ 
ſing of good ſht pheards. £13 

Sheep (as well as other) ought fo be the firff cattel fo 
be looked unto, it you mark the great p2ofit that comes by 
them: loꝛ by theſe cattel we are chieflp defended from cold, 
in ſerv:ng many waies in covering foz our bodies. 
do not onlr nouriſh the people of the Willages,bat alſo foz 
to ſerve the table with many ſozts of delicate & pleaſant 
meats, In ſome countries their milk doth ſer be inſtead of 
farmentp,of which are the people of Scpthia, called No- 
mades, and alſo the Greeks do name them Galactapotes, 
that is to ſay, Dꝛinkers of milk. And fozaſmnch as theſe 
catfel are tender and delicate, as Celſus affirmeth, there⸗ 
foze good beed muſk be taken unfo them foz ſickneſs, pet 
thep are commonly in health, except at ſome times they 
are (abject fo murten, ſcab, oz peſtilence, in changing of 
grounds: therefoze they muſt be choſen agreeable fo the 
nature ofthe place where they ſhall remain, the which is 
a ru'e meet to be obſerved & kept not only in thoſe cattel, 
buf alſo in all other cattel of husbandzy whereof Virgil 
fai'h: All grounds for all things are not good, 

Nor meet for all beaſts to get their food. 

Foz, the fat champain and patare fields are good fo 
nouriſh great ſheep in; foz lean ſheep and hoggrels, cloſes. 
And ſheep well fleſbf, they ſhall do well in Fozreſts and 
Mountains, dap places, and plain commons: and all ſes 
bered cloſes are good E commodious fo nouriſh all tender 
ſheep, and to make them battle, and ſo to fat well. There 
is a great reſpect fo be had unto the differences ol nature. 
not only in the ſozfs and bzeedof ſheep, but alſo of their co» 
lours and chuſing ofthem; foz experience doth ſhew, >= 
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ſheep of Mileſia in Achens be great, very fair, and well 
eſteemed: alſo thoſe ſheep of Calabria. and of the Apo- 
lirans, and thoſe of Tarent, and now theſe in France by 
moze eſteemed and pzaiſed, and eſpecially the ſheep of Tor- 
cello; and next, thale cf the leanchampians, as beſide Par- 
ma and Modena in Italy, : 

Alſo the white colour in ſhecp is bery geod and p2ofitas 
ble, as we uſe here moſt in England; f.z oł this colour a 
man map make anp other end the white vill kecp alſo his 
colour long. The black and the b:cwn be alſo well pzat- 
ſed, which be much uſed in Italy af Polencia, and alſo in 
bigh Spain af Corube. The yellow ſheep bein A Ga, the 
which thep call red Saſerned ſheep; truly the uſe thereof 
we have had already by divers t many experiences of thoſe 
kind of ſheep, Foz in Africa,where they are bzcught(from 
the fown called Gadirane, t thertabout) are wild Rams 
of ffrange and marvellous colcurs,with many other kinds 
of beaſts, which are oft times bzought unto the people fo 
make paſtimes. Marcus Columella ſaith, a man of ſingular 
good wit + under ſtaͤnding, & verp porkect in husbandzp, 
which bꝛought one of thoſe Rams of rica with him into 
France, & did put him info his paſtures, and when de be- 
came gentle, he made dim to bs put unto his Elos, which 
Ram begat in the beginning all hairy lambs, and like in 
colour: but after that the ſaid lambs had been coveced as 
gain once oz twice, their wool began again ta be gentle, 
ſoft and fair: and at length thoſe lambs ingend2ing with 
their ſheep, made their fleece and wool as loft 4 gentle as 

ours. This Columella recozded, that from the natare of 
the Ram by the alter ation of the plact and cattel, they be- 
came again to their fozmer eſtate, and by little and little, 
by good oder ⁊ govsrnment, their wild natures be quite 
changed. Do likewiſe divers beaſts become ſoon gentle by 
wel uſing thereof in Hasbandzp, which afterward be 
foundalwaies tame and gentle, Thus J do leave here, £ 
wil return unto mp fozmer purpoſe . 

Chers be tws ſoꝛts ol ſheep cattel, the better ſort — 
thoſe 
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thoſe of the ſoft wool, and the ofher the hairy wool, 4 foz 
to ſhew how to buy theſe twain, there are many common 
rules:neverthecleſs there are alſo particnlars foz the better 
ſozt, the which ye muſt take god heed ol. 

The common rules to buy,. are theſe : when his wool is

ſome part, as Virgil ſignifteth by theſe verſes.

And 
ye muſt ſe that pe buy no Ram, noz other ſhe&p that hath 
a thin ffaple, oz mal foze of wool: 4 fog the better know» 
ledg to ſæ that they be all ofone colouc,pzincipally is fo he 
conſidered in chuſing pour Rams: foz the ſpotted Rams wil 
common p be ſeen in the lambs. 

The Rams are much eſte med when they are high and 
long of bodp, with a large belly, and covered well with 
wool, his tail long and thick in wool, his fozehend bzoad, 
bis cods big, his hozns crooked and wzithen : g pet theſe 
\:2's of Kams are not the beft ; fo thoſe which have no 
tozns are moze better, and thoſe which have crooked 
hozns are moze better, fo2 the one voth annoy the other: 
and it is better to have their hozns crookedany — n, 
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then, then to be ſtraight and open. Nevertheleſs, in coun- 
freys moiſt x windy, it were better to habe the Rams 
with great und large hozns, then other without, becaule it 
doth keep aud defend the greateſt part ol their head from 
the wind and ſtozme. 

If that the Minter be very ſtoꝛmp in thoſe counfreps, 
they do chuſe thoſe Rams; but if it be calm and gentle, 
they do take $oſe that habe no hoꝛns. Foz the hozned Kam 
bath this diſcommoditp; he falety by nature each part of 
his body ſo well armed that he deſireth nothing but co fight 
with others. And he is moze hotter alter the Ews at all 
times, and moze impoꝛtunate than others, ſo that he will 
not ſuffer any Ram to cover any troup of C ws; & he will 
make war without cauſe againſt his fellows, & will not 
permit & luffer them to cotxer any Ewe, althouah he can 
do no moze himſelf, and pet he will have all at his com- 
mandment | 

But he which is without hoꝛns, knoweth he is unarm- 
ed, whereby he is not ſa ready to fight, and is alſo of leſs 


heat, therefoze ye may have the moze Rams. The god e 


unſafiable Ram by his \ ; take a ſtrong board ofa 
fotbzoad, 4 filit ful of pi iron, g fie that board un⸗ 
to his hozns, with his pikes towards bis loꝛehead, 4 tbis 
ſhall keep him from hurting of others, foz in giving his 
head a Croke, he ſhall hurt himſelf, 

Epicarmus de Sy racuſis in Scilia,whichhath diligently 
witten of the medicines foz cattel, he ſaith: One may ap⸗ 
— o abate the fury of ſucha Ram, in piercing his 

ozns by bis ears (with a wimble oz piercer ) againſt 
the place wherzas they do crak, Alfo the age of a Ram 
to cover is the beſt at thz& peare, and he ſhall be god 
unfo eight pears: th: Ews would be covered alter two 
pears, then they will ve god five pears after; and the 
ſeventhpear being once paſt, then they begin fo war weak, 
and will fail in getting tambs. Again, as J have ſaid, 
you ſhil not bup ſherp —_ noz make to great ac- 


gkilſul ſhepheard may ol; heat and fury ofſuch an 
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ſount of them which have gray cz ſpotted wool of diverg 
colours,fo2 the uncertainty thereof: Zhou ſhalt caſt them 
off as the barren ſh&p, 4 Iſs thoſe which habe moſt feth, 
being of thꝛe years old, Therefoze ye muff chule thoſe of 
two pears having a great large body, a long neck, 4 long 
deep wool, not rough oz ubbo2n, his belly great, and large 
ol bodp, covered all with wol, not fo be uncovered in any 
part oꝛ pet ſmall of ſtature, bis gums ruddy, his tæth white 
and eaben his skin on the bzisket red, and on both ſideg 
ruddy, dis eye - U rings ruddy,his tell lool, his wool faff. his 
bzeath long e his fœt not hot. Myeſe are the chief figneg 
of a ſound ſheep. Signes of a rotten ſhtep are theſe; his 
belly full of water, his fat pellow, his liver ſhall be knot⸗ 
ty, and full ofblifters, 4 if you ſeethe it, if ſhall bzeak in 
pieces, his ſio2s pale, his eys pale i dark, his gums white, 
t the wool wil ſoon come off, if ye pluck a little thereof. 
Theſe are the ſignes of a rotten ſheep oz unſound. 

Now loz toſave and keep them: Pe ſhall anderffand, 
pour ſhcep-houfes ought to be made low like unto a hogg- 
ſtpe, 4 moze in length then in bzcadth, warm foz winter, 
t not ſtrai..hto* rooms foz hurting the lambs,paled 
and booꝛded on bcth lies, the place a defcend- 
ing foz the urine and dung. be alſo geod to hang of 
Roſemary, oz other ſweet and Frong berbs, foz fo take 
awap oꝛ kill the ſcent of their urine oz dung. It ſhall be 
alſo good to make 4 ſct the houſe open fowards the Sun 
at noon, & to be wel covered ; foz theſe kind of cattle are 
tender, and cannot abide any great cold, 

Pet although they are houſed, they are oltentimes bexed 
with cold, as rheums, glanders, coughs, 4 ſuch like, and 
ſo vercd with cold in Winter, as well as with heat in 
Summer: e afoze oz about their houles, it were good to 
make a cloſe coat wel amd high fenced, ſo that they map 
go fozth of their honſes in ſafety to refreſh them. And 
their racks fo be made two foot high from the earth, with 
rack-ſtabes ſetz nigh together of a good length, And the 
Shepheaid foe that they be clean kept, * 


= 
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that the racks do and faſt foz hurting any of them. 

They muſt allo be kept that they habe no water,o2 other 
woyſture, and that there be/pzepared e irn oz dry ſtraw 
fo: thoſe which babe lambs, to rc moze cleaner and ſof+ 
ter, and to fre that the Kims go not to th ©ws oz the 
L anbs: noz go with any ſick Sheep oz other beaſt: and 
it is better to let the Lambs remain in the houſe, then to 
go with their Dams a- field. And good to let pour belt 
piſture 1emain foz peur E ws, nighpour ſheep houſes. 
The ſhepheard alſo hal often cleanſe the Foovering pla- 
ces of his ſheep, and reſerve it fo litter the Kine, and 
Hozles, and ſo to keep their houſes clean, whereby their 
health may be the better p2eſerved : & ſo in any wile thep 
be not hurt oz annoyed with filthy marfture , foz the are 
tender and nice, and do lobe clean plates. Pe muſt alla 
ſee tyat they have good ſtoʒe of meat, foz hunger in them 
bzeedeth the murre n. A ſmal ſtock wel nouciſhed, encrea⸗ 
leth much moze pzofit unto their Paſter then others with 
twice ſa great a tockenouring hu.iger, Ind alſo the ſhep⸗ 
beard muſt often dzibe them ober changeable paſtures x 
grounds, whereas there is ſcant of feeding, and without 
thozns oz bu\es,nſingthem after the authozity of Virgil, 
who ſaith by theſu Merſes following: 


He that will have good ſheep, 

Good Wool likewiſe alſo; 

He muſt provide a Shepheard, 

To lead them to and fro, 

From places which are rude, 

With many ill Thorns and Buſhes, 
And from unwholſom Weeds, 

From Brambles, Pricks, and Cruſhes. 


Foz thoſe ſcratches make them be unquiet, and fo 
bzeed ſcabs and other ſoʒes, that although they are ſhozn, 
pet the thozns wil remain in the skin, and gram unto 
ſc ibs oʒ other ſoꝛes, and _ commonly „9 
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wax loſe and diminiſh every day, ſo much moze as if doth 
grow and increaſe. Theſe beaſts are alwaies in danger 
of thozns growing whereas they are; g offenfimes there, 
with they are tied with zoks and ſnares, thozns and bzi⸗ 
ars, which do tear both wol and gkin, and theſe Catt.1 
being tender and delicate, therebp looſe a great part of 
their wool, which otherwiſe would keep it; and foz the 
coupling together of them, all other Authozs do agra 
and join- together in one conſent , that the bearing and 
lambirg time is at the ſpzing, about the twentieth oz one 
and twentie th day cf April ʒſoʒ then the ſherp do wax moze 
ſtrong. 

Ik an Ewe have then a little lamb, it were better then 
if the did farry tül Jun*, oz longer. Some thercfoze 
( withont doubt do ſap ) it would pꝛofft moze fo cover 
them ſooner, fo the end that after harveſt & gathering of 
friit,the lambs feeding all Anfumn,ſha! make themſelves 
ſtrong» againſt winter doth come, and ſhal better indure 
the faſting in winter. 

Foz this ſame cauſe it is better to chufe Autumn then 
the Spzing, as ce ſus repoztfs by the pzoof hereof; fog he 
ſaith, it is moze meet foz theſe cattel to be made ſtrong be. 
foze Solſticium in the midſt of the month ot ſune which is 
the longeſt dap in ſummer, then befoze Sol ſticium in wins 
ter, which is in the midſt of the month of December. And 
amongalt all catte!, theſe map moſt caſieſt be bꝛed in win / 
ter, if the country be not cold and wet. 


Male Lambs. Af pou have need to have many ma'e lambs, Ariſtotle, 


a man of great knowledge in bis wozks of nature, he 
commandety fo be obſerved , and fo ſpie aut the meeteſt 
time fo couple, and put tre Kams fo the ws: as in a 
dzp time when the Nozth wind bloweth. Then (ſaith he) 
make the flock to go and fced againſt the wird, and put 
the Nams u to them, and they ſhall have malelambs. 


Female Lambs Jf per werlt have pour Ews to bzing female lambs, put 


the Kams ur to them when the wind bloweth out of the 
South. And fo; ta have males likewtſe they do = 
d 
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bind the left Tone down with a fender band; and fo have 
females, thep bind do un the right fone of the Kam. 
This is done likewiſe in great cattel. Alſo, when pour 
Es have lambed, and are ſtrong lam's, the She⸗ 
pheard that leadeth them to ſcek ther paſture, it ſhall 
be good that he leave behind all the young lambs, And 
thaſe that do ſuck are meeter to be ſold wito Butchers, 
then thoſe that have eaten graſs,foz they are moze ſweeter 
and delicate fleſh; and when thep are waned, there com» 


eth moze pzofit by the milk, then when they go with To alre thy 
fhcir dams. It is alto good and p;offtable fo nouciſh them fc. 


by the fives of good fowns; faz the cattel of the hauſe are 
moze pzofitable then range cattel. Alſo if thy flock of 
GGeep do fail at any time thzough age, oz any other occaſt⸗ 
on, thou mult then renue it in keeping the ſtock, and look · 
ing well thereunto, foz if thy Kock once alter, thou art 
like to alter thy tillage, 


To bzeed ſheep, the office of a good Shephꝛard is to nou To breec. 


rilh as manꝑ head of cattel pearly,as there areſick,o2 dead; 
foz pou muſt underſtand, the winter, that bp vehement 
and cold weather, it killietù many ſheep, the w1ich pe did 
ſuppoſe they would have out. bozn the ſaid winter, which 
in Autumn they mizht have been taken well: and there» 
fo2e it is bery dangerous, without pou furniſh your ſtock 
(from year fo pear) with the ſtrongeſt cattel, 4 thoſe that 
ſhall eaſily bear out the after winter: and be that will fol- g 
low this, he ought to nouriſh no lamb under four years,” 
no2 above eight; foz theſe two ages are not ſo good to nous 
r.ſh noz thoſe which come of old cat tel, foz theo follow the 
age of their parents, oz elſe are alwaies barren, wzetched, 
and weak.

unto, as though they had Ptowives ; foz theſe Caf- 


tel do frabell in lambing, as well as the Woman in 
child bearing: and oftentimes foz ſa much asthey are ig · 


nozant of the time, they do fravell moze in the delt- 
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dught fo habe good knowledge 4 experience of medicines 
fo2 the ſe cattel, and to help them that babe need thereof, 
and fo take ont the Lamb wholly together out offhe ma⸗ 
trix: foz when be lieth croſs, - he muſt not be taken out; 
but if pon fee ſhe cannot well be delivered, pen muſt tel 
the C we, and take and cut it in pieces, 4 lo fake it fo;

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Although J babe ſpoken of certain paſfures, nevertheleſs 

pet J will here ſap a little that J habe omitted, the which 

is; The beit e moſt frankeft graſs,is that which groweth p. gure 
amongſt errable grounds and furrows, rather then me» ground, 
dolos which are wet and moiff, and the graſs in marſhes 

and moiſt Fozreſts is not god foz ſheep, noz ſo god pa⸗ 

ſture foʒ the feeding of them; and by long uſe a id conlinu⸗ 

ance theſe cattel will wax weary and noyſome thereof, if 

their keper do not remedy it,, in giving thoſe h&p of ſalt 

with their meat, which ſhall ſave them, and make them to 

have an appetite. 

In Summer it ſhall be good to habe them under ſha⸗ 
bowie places o2 tres in woods to the end that by their re⸗ 
ing, they hill habe the better appetite, when they return 
unto their paſture again: & they may then dzink, where: 2-i"* 
by fo fd the better, and alſo fo aboid their ſurfeits. In 
Minter pe muſt give them hays fares in theit racks to 
nouriſh them with all.

And in Autumn to fe&d them with 
hap of the latter ſeaſon, foz that is moze fender and moze 
pleaſant foz them to eat then other which is dzter, oz that 
which is firlf ripe. The graſs oz herb called Þlillict is 
ſpecial good foz them at all times, & likewiſe foz all other 
tattel. They uſe alſo ta habe Fitches foz them, which is 
berp good, and fo give them of Barley ſtraw ſmally bea⸗ 
ten,  Qhozf,whichis in Winter berp good foz them, when 
they can habe no other meat. Likewiſe of peaſe-holm is 
good foz them, if they be kept near tolons oz villages: and 
when the time is to dzive them to paſture, oz to lead then 
to dzink in the hot Dummer, as need reguiret J wil not 
be of other opinion, but that which Virgil hath wzitten; 
which is this.

foz that doth fear them: nsz yet to ſfrap far off from 
them, noz to fit, oz lie down.

Foz the office ofa ſhepheard is as a high watchman foz 
his cattel, to the end that the Now ſherp do not flipfrom 
the other. And on the plains + medows, when they make 
no haſte, then he may ſtay: Put in hard t emptp paſture, 
the light & voung ſheep wiiwat-go the other, and there 
foze he ought to have an eye alwaies among his ſhep: oz 
if any complain by any other means, to ſa them inconti· 
nent remedied, & he muff ſe alſo in their paſturing, thas 
they range not too faff ober the grounds; foz the light and 
poung thep do out-go the other, and ſtray abzoadin cozs 
ners, whereby they be in danger the moze to be conbeyen 
a wap, oz loft by-fome other means,oz by killing with dogs 
oz ſach like; theſe rules are common with all cattel.

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The Remedies and Medicines for Sheep 
and other Cattell. 


D3aſmuch as I babe carefully witten of the diligence 
which they ought to have foz the pzeſerving t keeping 
their beats in health: Now J will declare how fo help 


them with medicines, which are grieved with any infirmi- 
tyoz diſeaſe. Ho beit although J have ſpoken already of 
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the moſt part of them, J will pet here repeat a few medi» · 


cines foz great cattel. Foz as the body of the great cattel 
is, ſo is the body of the leſſer cattel, almo@ of like nature. 


Even ſo there is a ſmall vifference betwirt their medicines i dicincs. 


t betwirt their diſeaſes: nevertheleſs whatſoever they are, 
J will not here let paſs oz omit. 

Ik it do chance that all our cattel be ſick, pon (hall do 
as J have befoze commanded ofgreat cattel (which 1 do 
think to be a thing neceſfarp,) even ſo here A command 
againfoz a ſingulax remedy to change pour paſtures, and 
pour watering places, and to dzive your cattel into other 


paſtures tar off, It᷑ that peſfilence oz marren do come by S U eg ... 
great heafs, ye muſt have them unto coverts, hides, and peſtilence. 


cold places, Jt it come oł cold, pou mult have them into 
open places againſt the Dun. And pou mutt lead them by 
little g little and not too haſtily, to the end by their ſoff go⸗ 
ing they be not grieved, noz pet too flowly;but gently in a 
m2an pace: :0z even as thep muſt not be fozmented by 
too mach haſte, which are already weary, and anoped with 
this diſeaſe : even ſo it is pzoftfable to go meanly, neither 
too laſt, noz pet too low, having tillerercife, + nof fo let 
them ref oz lie. And when pou have bzoughtthemanto the 
appointed place,youmult then part them into many traops 
oz bands, +4 ſo let them eber be looked unto : & being ſo 
parted they are then in moe ſafety. ti en ever they were 
befoze when they were together, b:cauſe that the trength 
t the infection ofthe contagroua x peſtilent aire, is not fo 
great in a ſmall froop * in a great. And alſo it is 
I moze 
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moze eaſie fo heal a ſmall number then a great: ftherefoze 
pou mult do this which J have commanded, to the end that 


pe do not repent the moze, when as they fall allſick foge, 


ther: o2 if there be any one which hath it then do as afoze« 
ſaid. Alſo ſheep are moze toꝛmerted with the ſcab, then all 
other caftel, which commonly cometh,as the Poet Virgil 
ſaith: 

When ſheep are greatly beaten with rain, 

Then froſt and cold increaſeth their pain, 

Whereby the Scab will then increaſe, 

Which you may kill with Tar and freſh greaſe. 

Oz when thep begin to have the Itch, pe ſhall anoint 
them with goſe greale and Tar mixt together, with the 
tender crops of bꝛom in May ʒſtamp t bopl them with goſe 
grcaſe, t put to pour Tar in like poʒtion. Then make but 
two ſheads on both ſides his back - bone, from his head fo 
the tail, 4 anoint with the aloꝛeſaid greaſe, g you ſhal need 
no moꝛe anointing ifthey be uſed well alter, + kept from 
ſcratches. Alſo after pou ha ve ſhoan them it pe do not re⸗ 
medy them with the remedy g medicine afozeſaid , which 
is, to waſh them with ſea oꝛ ſalt water, oz in a ſalt river, 
t then ſhare 4 rub them as afozeſaid, which is god againſt 
the ſcratches with bziars c thoznes, which will otherwiſe 
grow fo ſcabs: Oꝛ if thou putteſt them ina fable where 
hozſes hate ben,oz lacking of meat, whereby they become 
lean, which leanneſs doth cauſe them to have the itch, and 
ſcab, The which as ſcon as it hath taken them, thep never 
ceaſe fo ſcratch, bits, 92 rub the itching place, either with 
mouth, feet, oz hozns : oz to rub againſt᷑ a tre oz other 
thing, which lice may cauſe alſo. If thou ſeeſt any one do 
this, then take him, 4 open, «& ſhead his wool, & pe ſhall 
ſz there. under, the skin ed, and ſcrafched, oz bit with 
bis mouth; theretoze it muſt be ſuddenly remedied, to the 
end that all the reſt be not infc&ed with the ſame. Foz as 
mongf all otber cattel, ſhep are moſt therewith toꝛmen · 
ted: and foz the ſame there are many medicines, whereof 
we will (peak herealter. Nat 
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Not that you can oz map uſe all, becauſe that ebery coun⸗ 
try cannot have all, but ſuch as you may have, ſhall ſuf- 


fice. 

Firff, the compoſition that J have befoze expꝛeſſed, ſhal Medicine for - 
ſerve berp wel foz the moſt part. Alſo if pou take the les of the Itch. 
Wine & of Dlives, the jupce of tares and pulſe ſod, 4 mixt 
with eas much white Clleboz beaten, which is nerſing pow⸗ 
der. Alſo the green juyte of hemlock to anoint (is good foz 
to kill the Jfch ) ifit be not in ſ&d. Some do take it in the 
Sp2ing, do beat if, and then ſtrain it info a pot of earth. 
And unfo eighteen quarts of the ſaid juyce, they do put 
in halt᷑a buſhel of ſalt, and then do cover the pot cloſe, and 
ſet if in ſome dunghill a whole year, there fo be ſeaſoned. 
And when it is dzawn out, thep do take thereof, and 
warm if, and therewith da rub the ſcabby ſheep, oz any 
place of their skin ſo froubled: but they do rub the place 
befoze with ſame rough thing 82 rugged ffone ,foz to make 
it bleed, Alſo the lees of Dlives is good, ifit be boiled un⸗ 
till the half be confumed, and then to anoint therewith. 
Likewiſe doth the piſs of men, wherein is quenched hot 
burning tile-Cones: Some do boil it on the fire, untill the 
firſt part be conſumed, mixing it with fo much of the jur ce 
of green Penbane, with two pound of the powder of files 
o2 Cinnamom, alſo of Tar and bea alt, and ſo ming: 
led together. Likewiſe it ſhall be god ta uſe bzimſone 
beaten fine. with as much Tar, in ſtirring it altogether 
ober a ſmall fire: and becauſe Tar is very coſtly foz paz 
men, they do take a ſalve of bzom, which isp:cu ſhall take 
a great quantity of the crops of bzoom, with the leaves 
and bloſſomes, let them be choppedſmall, and then ſod in 
eighteen gallons cf running water, till it do wax thick 
like a gelly, then take a pound of molten ſheps ust, with 
a pottle of old ale, and ſo much ol urine: put all into the 
pan with the bzom, and ſtir it well together, then train 
if, and keep it in u hat veſſel pou will, ſo when pe cup 
your ſheep, make it luke- warm, and with ſome ſokt 
thing walh your ſhxp tysrewith ; vet all tizies you map 
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uſe this in ſhedding the wool, and anoint fherewifh warm, 
which will both heal the ſcab, and kill ticks, and ſhall not 
be burttull to the wool: & thoſe which have ſufficient meat 
will not tightly (cab alter. Others do fake Elecampane 
roots and ſtamp them, & boyl them in running water, & 
maſh therewith. Some do fake oyl Olive & the powder of 
bꝛimſtone, and fo anoint therewith. But againſt maggots 
the powder of bzimſtone t tar mixed together over a ſoff 
fire, To anoint alſofoz hurts, there is no medicine, fg 
Virgil bis Geoꝛgicks ſheweth and ſaith ; 


If any beaſt be hurt. 
Or cut by ſubtilty, 
With any iron or with ſtaffe, 

Upon the grief ſhall ſee, 

For underneath the skin, 

The evill is often hid : 

Where plaiſters doth not mollife, 

And-skin not opened. 

It᷑ it be not cut, thep tul if, and melt of wax and greaſe 
together, & heal it therewith: which greaſe is alſo good a⸗ 
gainſt the ſcab, mixing therewith bzimfore powder, 

Andif anylheep have the fever oz red water, it is good 
to let them bloud in the claw of the foof, oz betwirt the two 
claws;fo2 that helps bery mach. And Virgil ſaith: 

. For to help the fever, open the vein 
Beneath in the foot, and he ſhall mend again. 

Some ſhepheards let them blood under the epe, g on the 
ears, Others let them blood on the vein under the tail 
and then bind of herb graſs unte it, beaten with a little 
ſalf: & to give the jupce of C amomile with Ale oꝛ Wine, 
is good. Sheep are alſo tozmented in the foot oz claw two 
manner of waies, one is by th, & the other by the wozm 
which bzeeds in it. And if the wozm do wax big it wil wax 
lo foze that the ſheep cannot well go, but halt. his wozm 
bꝛeds commonly bi foze, juſt between the two ie a, 
the head thereof is like a tuft ol ht irs growing * 
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ſo when they begin fo grow and war greaf, then there is 
danger: which wozm is a hollow skin, e all bairy within, 
which you ſhall take fozth thus, as (ome teach. Cut it a- 
bove the foct round with a ſharp pointed knife, and fo ve- 
neath, and put your finger in the hollow underneath the 
kot, and pour thumb by it on the topafoze, + then thꝛuſt 
it up; and With the point of pour knife and pour thumb, 
gently take it fozth whole; foz if yon bzeak it, it is not 
god: & then anoint the place with Tar, and it will heal 
again ful wel. Alſo others ſay, it ticks befoze in the midſt 
of the kot, like dogs hair ſtaring upzight, and within is 
the woꝛm all hairy, 

F02 every galling in the foot , they heal it with Tar 
only, with Allom + Bzimſtone mixt together, oz with an 
unripe pomegranate beaten with Allom, 4 putting fo a 
little binegar, & laid fo: oz of Werdigreaſe in powder and 
laid on. Alſo galls burnt and made in powder, and mixed 
w:th red wine, and laid fo, is good. 


As touching the wozm in the claw, ſufficient is ſpoken om in bo 
ſpeak ſomething moze therof, the w. 


befoze, pet here J will 
which is; Theplacein the foot to be cut round, not touching 
the worm, foz fear you make an ulcer thereofincurable, x 
in danger ol cutting off al the h«psfoot,UWhen this woꝛm 
Wal be diligently cut round, as is afozeſaid, and ſo plucked 
fozth whole, without breaking any part thereof, if you do 
bꝛeak her (they ſay) the caſteth ſuch a venomed poiſon, all 
ober the place ( extept it be ſtraight way medicined) al the 
foot is in danger to be cut off: e therefoze look wel fo the 
faking out thereo”, Some when it is taken out, do no moze 
but dzop in the wound ſcalding fallow, oz the dzopping of 
a candle ſo let it heal. Others do but Tar it. 


Foz the difeaſe of the lungs oz purſtneſs, like unto Lunge fick. 


bogs; they put info their ears that which the heardmen 
and Sephearvs call Pompelle in French, which is alla 
ſpoken of among great W eas it is good to ſtamp 

| Lungwozt, 
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will fick out aloe: there is no eep, but᷑ hath a ew of 
them naturally, bot when they are ſmall, they never hurt; led foot. 
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Lungwozf, 6 train it with a little honied water, e give 
it them e of the jnvce of Carduus Benedictus, called Sows 
th ſtle mixt with Ale, warm. This diſeaſe cometh to them 
off in ſummer foz default of w ter. Therefoze during the 
beat in ſammer, they ought to habe water pienfp. Foz 
Celſus faith that if the lights o2 lungs be once in eited, vou 
ſhall gibe pour ſh&p of ſtrorg vincgar, ſo much as they 
may bear, c2 elſe of ola utine of men luke: warm, each 
ſha p ſomewhat moze then a pint , and fo let if in his left 
noſtril, and let down two ounces of old greale cf a hog 
down his thzoat. {be wild fire (which the Shepheards 
call the flying fire ) is a ſtrange diſeaſe, and hard to heal: 
if it reſt not in the fir ſt hep where it taketh, all the reſt 
are like to be infect; ſo that there is no medicine oz tron 
that map help it;foz the one ſhep ſhall but touch the other, 
and be ſhall be inflamed therewith. Zhep have no other 
thing but te keep bim warm, and to nouriſh him with 
goats milk, the which doth canſe it to be moze gentle, and 
doth mittigate the violence of the fire, and the burning 
of the whole flock, that they die not thercof Where Colus 
Mendeſius, Egyptian, did verp well foz to celebzate, which 
the Gz&ks called the monuments and books wozthy of 
memoꝛv, the which werefallp named Oemocritus books: 
wherein was to remedp this diſeaſe, which was; by and by 
as one ſheep had it they tok him, which grief comes firff 
on the back of the ſheep, 4 incontinent they make a hole at 
theentring of the chap · houſe, and there they do bury the 
infected ſhepalive, with his fozefeet upward, and ſo cover 
him with earth, and all thereſt in coming over there will 
piſs thereon. And lo ( ſaith he) the diſeaſe will go away, 
and thereby all the reſt ſhall eſcape: other remedy there is 
none found, | 
Df the increaſing ofcholer in ſummer, which is a dan⸗ 
gerous diſeaſe in ſhep: the which they heal in that time, 
by giving them of the old g ſtale urine of men, which is 
alſo very good fo2 other cattel which have the Jaundiſe. 
And to purge choler, ſome do take the leaves of _ 
amp 
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ſfamp a few, train it with Ale, and give if warm, Ds 
thers do give them the jupce of Hops with le oz Mater. 
And ſome do gibe them of fumetozp amongſt their meat. 
All thoſe afozelaid are very good to pr ge choler. 

Flegm alſo mol: s ſhe&p, and therefoze they es uſe fo Fl gm. 
put of the tender bzanches oz tops ofSavozp into their no⸗ 
ſtrils: alſo to put Baſil into thetr noſes, which will make 
them fo naſe, but pe muſt cloſe their eyes: ſonie put of ten 
der bays into their no ſtrils, 4 that will make the m alſo to 
neeſe, and puzge their heads. Alo the ju ce of Bꝛionp, 
02 hedge-· bine, mixt with honied water, and giben warm, 
and likewiſe Polipody, oz Daken-roots, ſtampt ſmall and 
given with Ale, all theſe will purge flegm. 

Againſt bzeaking of any bone,o2 if the ſheps leg chance Broken bone, 
fo be bzoken, ye ought to help them, even as pe do a man, 
in firſt bathing it with Dpl oz Wine, oz wzapping it in 
wol dipped in oyl oz wine, e then to ſplint it as eſs cauſe, 
and ſo bind it faſt thereon. Alſo che tender buds of Aſh- 
trees bzuiled 4 laid to, will knit bones; oz the inner rind 
of Elm bark, ſtamped £ laid a night in water, and then 
warm bathe the place therewith it is god to knie bzoken 
bones alſo: oz the herb Cucco-lpit ſtamped & laid to oz 
Betonp, called in Latin Tunica, laid thereunto,cz Comfe- 
rp herb ſtamped and laid to, is good alſo to knit bones. 

Ok herbz evil foz ſh&p, as knot graſs; foz if ſheep eat g. b, 1 bor 
thereof, it will inflame their bellies, & ſo cauſe a ſti king meep. 
froth oz foam at their months. There toꝛe pe muſt with 
ſped let them blood under the tail, next unto the buttock. 

Alſo if pzofifeth na leſs fo let them blood on the vein called 
Bubine, which is under the upper lip: qlikewiſe green Rye 
oz Barley nigh ripe, will ſwel in the maw, e kill hep. 
Foz purſineſs 02 ſhozt bzeathin ſhep, they we to cut their bor — 
ears, t to change their paſture, which is a thing necellar x 
to be counſclled againſt all ſickneſs of the plague. Alſo fo 
flit their noſtrils, as well as to cut their ears, And ſome 
think it good fo give them of anuiſceds,licozas,e ſugar-can- 
dy, all knelp beaten together, & mixt with old greaſe, 4 ſo 
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given then: oz the powder of Juniper-berries, giben with 
the jupce of Angelica, & given Witha hozn in wine oz was 
fer. Al o Harewozf, in Latin called Ariſtolochia, 
the leaves : train them. e gibe them with a little water. 
She&p offer.tures will have the glanders, t aſnebelling 
at their noſes, which comes from their lungs, that neither 
blood-lefting noꝛ d:inks can remedy them. Therefoze if 
it confinne two daies oz moze, to ſeperate him e kill him 
were the beſt: fo2 the other as well males as females,are 
fonice, that in lmelling where he bath ſnibeled, ſuddeily 
they are taken with the ſame t vil. Vet maſter- wepheards 
fop, it rather cometh ol poverty in winter than other i e 
foz it chiefly ſheweth in thoſe that have been bought low 
in winter bi kee; and at the ſpꝛing it will ſhew, when as 
th p begin to mend. And he wich hath been bzought lows 
eſt, wil habe it moſt vehement Some ſheep will run at the 
noſe like a thin water, thoſe that have it ſoze will have a 
thick matter oz ſnevell hang at their noſe, ready fo top 
their wind, g thoſe are in danger to die, if they be not loon 
helped. Some uſe to take a ſtick, ano therewith take out 
all that he can get, & ſo make them clean when any occaſi⸗ 
on is, and thereupon they do amend. Some other give 
them the jupce of Betony with honted water 4 make them 
fake it. And the herb called Bucks beard, which groweth 
bighcr then that which is called in Latin Picnocomon: 
this growethin Fozreffs e ſhades, and hath flowers and 
ſeeds like a bucks· beard his leaves like great parſlep:this 
herb ſtamped g given with Wine, is marvellous good a⸗ 
gainſt all cold oz flegm in anp part of their bodies. 

Foz Lambs having the fever, o2 any other grief, if 
they be ſick, the ſhepheard ought not to let them remain 
with their dams, foz fear ofgiving them the like diſeaſe. 
Therefoze it were beft fo dzxw ſome milk of the Ewe, £ 
put to it ſo much rain water, and make the ſick lambs fo 
ſwallow it down, Some give them of goats milk with a 
þozn, and ſo keep them warm foz that time. 

Chere is alſo acertainſcab, that runneth on the chin,

which is commonly called of the ſhepheards the Dartars, 
the which wil kil them if they be not remedied. This Kind 
of ſcab comethby the ne gligence off je hepheards, when 
as they ſuffer them to feed on gra's cobered with dew, 
which is evil, and ouzht not ta be permiffed oz ſuffered: 
when this chanceth, pe ſhall deſtroy this ſcab which is on 
the moulel and lips like as the flying fire which was a⸗ 
koʒe · named. To remedy this, fake ſalf and hope in like 
quantity beatcn together, and therewith all fo fret and 
chate the palate of the mouth, the tongue, & all over the 
mouſel: oz with Self-heal,oz Cinquefopl: # wath the (cab 
with vinegar, afterwards anoint it with Tar and Bogs- 
grea'e mixed together. Dome mir a third part of Uecdj» 
greaſe, and two parts of old greaſe, and keep it cool: they 
uſe this medicine following. Some ſtamp the leaves of 
Cypzes in water, and tgere lui th do walh the palate of the 
mouth, e the ſozes. Some ſhepheards do j::dge this kind 
of ſcab to be a kind ofpor , which will as commonly be 
as well on the bꝛisket, as upon his chin; and, as they ſay, 
it ts gotten by feeding after hogs which ha ve the ſwine 
pox, which they de anoint with Tar and Hogs-greaſe 
melted together, t ſo they recover again; and if it be not 
bolpen in time, one ſheep will infect all the reſt in a ſhozt 
time. And foz the common-ſcab, ſome take the powder of 
bzimſtone, with roots of Cppzes mirt t beaten together, 
by evenquantity, and mix therewith of blanched raiſing, 
of Camphire t wax and melt it alfogether, and make m 
ointment thereof, and therewith rub the ſcab altogether. 
Then ſhall pe wach it ail over with lee 4 falt water mix⸗ 
ed together, and then after waſh it wth common water: 
bat the common ſhepheards do take nothing but Tar mir. 


ed with ſome fine greaſe. There comes aſcabbineſs alloy imbs ſcabby: 


among lambs, being halta year old, as toward winter, oz 
the next fall of the leaf; . pou ſhall in ſame places have all 
pour lambs ſcabby, oʒ the moſt tyereof ; which cauſe ts, as 
thephearucs do ſay, when the Rams be ſcabby that gets 
them.allthoſe lambs will be _— at the next fall, They 
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do heal it by greaſing them with Tar mixt with two parts 
ol fre ih greaſe,oz neats. foot opl,o2 gooſe greaſe,if pon can 
habe it. fo: that is beſt. There is alſo another ſcabbineſs 
which chanceth ſometimes on the mouſels of ſhep 4 poung 
teggs, ano that comes (as ſhepteards do ſap ) where 
there is great plenty offurrs and gozle, that by the eating 
of the tops and flowers thereof, they pick their lips and 
mouſel, whereby come theſe ſoꝛts ot ſcabs, the which they 
heal by anointing them withfreſh buffer. Some take the 
juyce of Plantain and freſh greaſe bopled together, and 
therewith anoinf them. - 

Ik the wool cf ſheep alter ſcabbineſs do go off, as in 
ſome place, the wool will go clean off: to make it grow 
again, and fill the afozeſaid place; ſome ſhepheards do uſe 
to greaſe them with Mar mired with ſome other thing as 
Butter, Opl, Goolſe-greaſe, oz Freſh greaſe; foz Tar a⸗ 
lone is ſharp, a fretfer t whealer, witt out it be mired with 
ſome of thoſe things afazeſaid,to make him run the better 
Some uſe to make the wool come ſoon again, to mir with 
Tar & Oyl, the ſoot of a Cauldzons bottom & ſo mix with 
Opl and a little Tar, the powder of a burnt dafficil root, 
oz the powder of the Mater - lillp- root, oz the root of the 
Ta'*er-clot,which hath a bzoad leaf on the water,oz Gar⸗ 
den- creſs beaten with Puſtard,el aid fo,o2 the herb Crows 
foof ſtamped with C yl, e laid to: theſe cauſe both wooll 
t hair fo come again in any ptll'd place. Sheep will com · 
monly habe the congh, which comes from the lungs; if it 
be vehement, you muſt give him in the mozning with a 
hozn,a little of ſweet Almonds, mixed with a little Mhite⸗ 
Mine, and give it warm, and give him new ſti aw, and 
make him to eat of the Colt-herb growing on lands, fome 
call it hozſe-hoof; + this Coughcommonly taketh thrm in 
the Spzing. If thep chance to have it at any otber time, 
then give them Fenegreek bruiſed with Cummin. Allo all 
th:ſe are good againſt the Cough,as to take th2e& oz four 
tcabes of Pallows dzied t boiled in milk, & giben with a 
hozn, which is excellent; oz Juniper · leaves (cd in —— 
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trained c giben. Alſo the jupce of the great neffle fam: 
ped and ſtrained with Wine, and given warm. All theſe 
help the cough, which maketh them lean, ; 
Sheep oftentimes are troubled by a blood foward the 4 ood i. 
canicular daies, the which blood increaſing cauſes h&@pto 
have a turning gtddineſs in their heads, tumbling and lea- 
ping without cauſe, & ifpon touch their head o2 feet, you 
hall find them bery hot: then pe muſt incontinent let them 
blood on the bein (on high in tue midſt of his noſe ) called 
Bebina: and ſoon after he will amend and do well again. 
Some ſhepherrds put a little quantity of blood on the r 
temples, whereby they ſind it verp good: and foz theſe alſo 
which ha ve a cough and are moz founded; to gibe them a 
ſpoonfull of Mith idate oz friacle in Mine. As fo2 the cough Cough or * 
in ſheep,if they have it net very ſoze,they will in ſhoꝛt time lorcfound. 
amend thereok again, and it will by little and little ſo go 
awap clean. But in the mean time that ſheep will not war 
— but ffill war leaner and leaner, if it continue with 
m. 
Foz the Ha in the eye, to d2op therein the jupce of lla in the 
Camomile, 02 Crow - foot herb, ſtampt 4 laid to. Againſt “ 
aup hot cauſe oz pain in the eyes, to let in the juce of Dza⸗ 
gon- herb oz to let the fapce of Lettuce, oʒ lap it to plaiſter- 
wiſe. Foz a cold cauſe the juyce o! Clary mixt with honey 
t d2cpt in. Alſo the jupce of rhe ſeed of Helandine warmed 
in a lattin veſſel, and put into the epe, is very good. Ger⸗ 
mander mixed & beaten with honp, & lo laid to, is good a 
gainſt any blow about the eye. Alſo the jupce of Pimper* 
nel let info the eye 4 laid to, will bzeak oz kill every Daw 
oz other impeſtume in the eve. 
Sometimes a ſheep will wax blind foz a time, & then Blindneg in 
mend again. Some ſhephearos let alittle Car into his epe, ep. 
and they find that he will mend the rather: there are di 
bers things befoze recited, pet theo heretofoze habe uſed 
only but this Tar;whetyer it hath been fo: lack of further 
knowledge, J know not. And ſame let blood under the

Some ſheep will have a turning ſicknels, which is can 
ſed by a cerfain ſmall wozm ( asfome ſhepheardsſap)that 
licthunder her hozn, which caufes them to turn as if were 
round It the wozm de under the right hozn, then the 
ſheep will turn on the lekt ſide: if the wozm be in the leff 
hozn, ſhe will turn on the right ſide, thus (as they do ſap) 
alwaies confrary, Thercfoze when any ſheep furnes oz 
bows her head on the left fide , you (ball raſe all-round as 
bout the right hozn, and then ſtrike it cff, and then Tar 
it, and ſhe ſhall mend again. 

Blood on ſheep, ifit come at any time of the year, it is 
evill, e that ſheep that hath it is in danger fo die ſuddenly; 
but ere he die, pe ſhall ſee him ſtand and hang down his 
head g therewith ſometimes quake. Then if the che pheard 
tan ſpꝝ it, let him take him, and rub all his head and his 
ears well, and under his eyes: then with a ſharp knife cut 
off both bis ears, and let hm blood under both his eyes. 
Ak then he bleed well, he is like fo recover again. Eut if 
he bleed litile oz nothing, then it were beſt fo kill him, & 
to ſabe his fleſh. Fo2 if he die himſelf (which will be ſoon 
after) his flcſh is naught, and his skin will be redder than 
others. This blood taketh moſt commonly on ſheep that 
are fat, and in good liking, , 

There is in ſheep a bladder, which will be under the (cal 
in his head commonly behind, e when he is troubled there⸗ 
with, he will come heavily dzagging behind his kellows. 
Then ſhall pou take andſearch him, & where pon ſhall 
find it moſt ſofteſt there cut the skin a-crofs, andflea, r 
turn up the four cozners, Then with the point of pour 
knife raſe the ſcul finelp, but take heed pou touch not the 
bzain, and ſo take and raſe up parts of tye ſcult, and then 
pon ſhal ſee a thin skin c2 bladder, q-thercin lie the wozms 
which are white like oatmeal groats, end ate alive. BS 
take all the-bladder whole out; ſo done, lay the skin fair 
and 
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and cloſe all ober thereon again, and bind thereon eight oz 
nine fold of linnen, and keep him warm andcloſe, foz the 
ſpace of a foztnight affer , and let him take no cold, no; 
rain; if he do, he dieth thereof: and after fourteen daies 
you may turn him abzoad to his fellows. This diſeaſe

At thunder happen in the eve- 
ning oz night, it ia dangerous fo make Ews fo caſt their 
Lambs, oz if any be alore. Z@hereof it ſh.ll be a good 
remedp fo b:ing-them info one flock, Acoznes are ill fo;

Some Shepheards ſap, fa ſhear ſhe&p nat befoze Mid- 
ſomer, is good fo make them habe a long faple,foz in hot 
weather the wool of hzps backs doth grow moſt. 

Inkolding of ſheep,to the opinion of ſome, hus bands hold, 
| that 
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that the piſs af ſheep doth heat, help, and comfozt the land 
as much, oz rather moze, then doth their dung: therefo:e 
ſome do will their ſervants oz ſhepheards fo raiſe all the 
ſheep in the fold befoze they let them foꝛth in Winter once 
ebery night, x fo go about the fives of the fold with a dog, 
foz commonly when as ſyeep do (oe any dog come nigh 
them, they will dung and piſs; & when thep have lo done, 
then let them out of the fold: and this ozdure is very good 
foz pour land. 

Againſt the rot: Jf you fear your ſheep,in wet times ye 
ſhall put them into an houſe thzee daies and thzee nights 
without meat oz dzink : then give to every hundzed a bus 
ſhell of bꝛan mixt with as much ſalt lai2 in troughs, and 
hunger will make them to eat it: then dzive them to the 
water, and let them dzink their fill: then let them be cha ⸗ 
fed with a cur a good ſpace affer, and put them then into 
what ground pe will foz one quarter, + thep ſhall take no 
bart: then mult you take them up the next quarter fo ſerve 
them lo again, | 

Thus mult pou uſe them four times in a pear in doubts 
full times, if ye will ſave your ſheep from the rot, 

Some Shepheards uſe when they fear the rof fo take 
them up and give each ſheep he ſuſpeceth.,a little milk mixt 
with ſalf, and ſo ſef water by them, and keep them ſo foz 
cerfain daies, the which is thought a good way to pzeſerve 
them, if they be taken in time. 

Some Shepheards give their ſheep the juice of Elder 
mixt with honied water; oz milk, giben warma little, 
which will purge water fozth of their bodies: oz thꝛee 
dzams of the juice of Purge in a pint of honied wafer, to 
give a quantity thereof.

tend r, and may eaſily be gelded. Pet ſome other do hold, 
it is better cutting of Lambs when they are moze ſtrong 
as at thace weeks old oꝛ moze. But then is moze danger 
in cutting them: faz if they be then ranck of blood (ag 
ſome w ll be moze than other ſome ) then the blood 07 
ten will fall into th: cod, raines and bellp, and there if 
will lie and cauſe the Lambs ſoon after they are cut fo die. 
Tierctoze pat the fine powder of rozen into t e cod, any 
that will d2p up the quarie blood, 

Therefoze ſome do chuſe out of thoſe Lambs that be 
luſty and fair, and cut their ears, oz let them blood the 
dap befoze.

rude grornds, as plain places, foz they fear neifter b:icr, 
rock, noz t oꝛn bulh oꝛ other wood: and they lobe verp 
well lew 4 ſmall trecs, ſhanvs, as al'o wild- trees, crab. 
trees, ans (ch like oz the wild graſs Jelitof : and alfo

And alſo when pe do buy Goats, it 
is better to buy together out of one comp m oz heard, then 
to cuſe in divers parts 02 co npanies to the eno that when 
pe would lead tgem to their paſture, they do not ſeperate 
tyzmlelves unto divers parts, & alſo it will be the better 
foz them to agree in their houſes, And too great a heat in 
Sum mer a:00peth theſe cattel very much, pet moze doth 
the cold in Winter : koz th:le female Goats which do 
bzing fozth a kid in Winter, thacurbthe cold and vebe⸗ 
mency thereof, it often maketh them bzing fozth aboz-- 


tibes and dead kids.

It that the 
Eus be ofa good kind, they will bzing two kids a piece, 
and ſometimes thzee at once, the which is not good, noz 
ret commended when a Goat lo doth, And alſo being of 
two years, to bzing at once thzee kids. If ſo, then pe 
mult nouriſh tte kids, as ye do the Lambs having buf 
ſmall ſuccour. 

But the poung Bucks mult be a little moze cozrected 
end kept low, fo abate the heat and laſciviguſneſe in 
them: But unto the other you muſt gibe abundance of 
milk; and alſo p ſhall give them Elm-leaves and ſeeds:

Ano 
ye muſt kecp pour Does no lor ger then eight prars, bee 
cauſe that they being ſoze weanned in ſo cftch bearinx, 
thep will become birren. Alſo their kerper ought fo2 to be 
rough unto them, in gibing them ſhary woz2s:; and fo be 
diligent, patient not angep, and yet bold, k z fo go with 
them fhzo'igh vallies, on rocks and deſert vlaces, fb2onah 
baſhes, (hubs, and ſuch like, and pet not al vaies to fel- 
l-w bis beard; as the keepers of other cattell: But de 
ought to be alivaies befeze his catteil, 4 fo be moꝛe tare⸗ 
full of them than any other catfel. Foz theſe in feeding, 
and bzouſing, oz paſturing, do alwaics obey the bucks, in 
deſcending and in giving them place, and theref-2e thep 
mult needs be look d unto: when ſorne do ſit, look that 
the other tun not here and there; but ſe that they do 
reſt peaceably and gently all at their own eaſe, to tbe 
end that the E ws havi g the greateſt feats and udders, 
da not thereby war lean, oz otherwiſe become evil oz

The Goafs are nouriſhed almoſt of nothing chargeable, 
Pet they b:ouſe and feed whollp 7ogi ther as the ſheep, £ 
do climb up on mount uus ogainſt the heat ofthe Sun, 
with greater fozce than tge ſhe p, and they be of mo; 
arcaf fraveil and exerciſe, a, d ate mote in ſtrength and 
ſffout-r of nature, UWherefoze aur ante ſloꝛs did uſe them 
as thep do pet in mount iins and wild pflices, wich is 
counted moſt meet foꝛ them, and to have t eir houſes and 
government as the ſheep babe. in pu fing the Buck ap1f, 
as thep do the Rams: ſoꝛ t ey are in all t ings governed 
as the ſhecp, and are much con vet ſaut with ſheep in hou⸗ 
ſing and paſtur ing alike. 

But theſe kind of beaſts are not fo meet fo be about;

of herbs and b es, thercfaze they are moꝛe meet f:2 ta be

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To take Moules caſting in Plaines. 


\ Hereas Monles do ca? commonly in Plaines, 
Meada, a ſuch like: it pe ſhould take them in tren⸗ 
ches, pe ſh:uld ſpill much ground by bzeaking the upper 
part thereof, Zherefaze ag ſome ſay; the better way is, 
where ye ſee them caſt, go thereunto lightip and ver y ſoft- 
ty, but go not on the windy ſide between them x the wind: 
foz they wi l focn vent t hear if ye ſtamp cn the ground: 
in coming ſoftly be ready with pour moule-ſtaffe fo ſtrike 
at the ficſt oz ſecond putting up of the earth, & ſtrike it 
w th your tine down right, 4 mark which way the earth 
fals moſt, ifſhe caſts towards you then (trike ſomewhat 
over; if ſhe caſt up toward your right hand then trtke 
ſamewhat on the left, .ſo on the other contrary to her cas 
ſtiug up.

Alla 
when as the Poules do caſt in your cozn lands, in the 
ſpzing time, oz at other times, the beſt wap is then to 
make pour frenches, and ſo take them, as after ſhall be.

How to tak e Moules in pots ſet in the earth, 


'E Mey do teach alſo haw to fake Moules in pots of earth 

which pots pe ſhall ſef within the ground in their tra- 
ces oꝛ holes where they habe gone befoze,fo that your pots 
bzink muſt beef that it be eben withthe nether part of 
the french oz frace ofthe Poule. Dome do leabe the pots 
bzim. uncovered the bzeadth of her trate in the french, oz 
two inches. Some do uſe to put alive Moule info thoſe 
pots, oz info each put one: Foz when they gender in the 
ſpꝛing, the Bucks will hunt after the Does, e the Does 
will ſk them, then they will run about on the ground 
one alter the other. And Poules which are in the pots x 
cannot get out, will cry, e the reſt will hear wind them, 
t ſo fall unto them in the pots, & there thep will cry & fight 


together, 

Again, ſome do counſell in the gendzing time fo lead oz 
dꝛaw a bitch Poule with a ſtring about the ground where 
buck Monles will find ber out by the trace, & ſo take in 
the ſaid pots: but ye mult not tread nighber frace,foz then 
they will not follow her: ( by this means pe may take 
many in the ſpzing time with pots. 

And to know whish way a Poule hath gone ye ſhall 
openher trench a foot oz moze, & thentread.it light down 
wild pour fot, & in the middett of her trench pe ſhall ſet 
down a ſmall ſtick to the bottom of the trench, 4 let your 


ſick be the inches without the earfh oz moze. Ifthe

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come in, the top ok the ſtick will fall backward, e if ſhe go 
out the ſtick will f li iuwaro: Tous pe may know waich 
may ſhe is gone.

ther per ſon it make th bim mad allo, and ſuch benom is 
perilcus, Foz in ſome perſons it is a pear hid ere it be 
known, and lightly about the ſame day it was bitten, the 
lame day fwelve month it cometh fo his head, and there 
with he geeth mad: and commenly hounds will bark at a 
mad dog, foz they perceive and will rather flie him then 
come to him: and this matneſs amongſt. dogs chanceth 
and falleth moſt in harveſt and canicular daies, and taics 
of beat.
